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BALFOUR MADE TO BLUSH 


A VIGOROUS ONSLAUGHT: ON

TAKEN TO TASK IN THE HOUSE OF

Lonpon, March 21.—The opslaught upon 
Balfeur and Webster in the House of Com- 
mons to-night in connection with the Par- 
nell, Commission was the most dramatic 
and sensational episode in the whele his- 
tory of the present Parliament. Balfour 
was very late in coming, it being a trick 
of his to absent himself during ques- 
tion time, to allow the task of an- 
swering to devolve on his dummy, the So- 
licitor-General for Ireland. To-day Mr. 
Healy started the idea of postponing the 
question until the responsible Minister was 
in his place to answer it, and all the other 
Irish members followed suit. The result 
was that when Balfour finally sauntered in 
he was greeted with a long, loud roar of 
derisive cheers. This reception flustered 
him so that when the vote on account was 
taken up, and Morley had opened his at- 
tack on him, his reply was the weakest and 
most rambling speech that he ever made. 

The tall, burly, vigorous Harcourt, who 
grows a lustier fighter with age, followed, 
and his speech was almost cruel in the 
frankness with which he told the Irish 
Secretary that he had lowered all the tradi- 
tions of English Ministerial. life by giving 
false answers and defending things which 
admitted of no defense. He proceeded with 
the merciless arraignment amid wild cheers 
from the Irish and Liberal benches, point- 
ing his finger as he spoke at Balfour, who 
flushed angrily. 

The whole debate must measurably weak- 
en the Government throughout the country, 
and the Liberals to-night are more hopeful 
than ever about the desperate fight at En- 
field.

LONDON, Mareh 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Baron Heury De Worms, 
Parliamentary Colonial Secretary, read a tele- 


gfam which had been received frem the Cape in 
reply to inquiries coneerning Capt. Seagrave, 
who commanded the constables in the Mitchells- 
town riots in 1887. The telegram said that 
Capt Seagrave was dismissed from ithe Cape in- 
fantry service in 1885 for gross negiect of duty 
and breach of trust. 

The reading of the dispatch was followed by 
a@ scene of great disorder. The Irish members 
rose in their places and cheered, and there were 
cries of ‘*Pigott!” ‘Pigott!’ ‘ Remember 
Mitchelistown!”’ &e. 

When quiet was restored Mr, Balfour, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, said he had suspended 
Seagrave, but preferred not to dismiss him 
until documentary evidence of his guilt had 
been received. 

Home Secretary Matthews, in reply to a ques- 
tion, admitted that Poliee Inspector Andrews 
had visited America since the passage of the 
Parnell Commission bill, but he did not know 
whether Andrews had seca Le Caron, the in- 
former, there. 

On the vote on Mr. Balfour’s salary Mr. Mor- 
ley severely criticised the Government's action 
in carrying on a ‘‘furtive and Clandestine battle 
behind its opponents’ backs.” 

Mr. Bradlaugh moved that Mr. Balfour’s 
salary be reduced by £500. The motion was 
rejected by a vete of 222 to 211. 

Mr. Morley adduced a mass of details respect- 
ing witnesses for the Zimes with the view of 
disproving the Governmeént’s professions of 
neutrality. These details were mainly drawn 
from facts elicited by daily questioning in Par- 
HMament. Mr. Balfour professed that he had 
not followed the proceedings of the Par- 
nell commission with much interest. That 
was surprising. One would have expected 
that the Minister who fired the train would have 
curiosity enough to note the result of the ex- 
plosion. In regard to the proposed vote of 
censure, it would be irrational to propese it 
now, because fresh disclosure were made daily; 
but it would come in good time. 

Mr. Balfour, amid continued Opposition laugh- 
ter, described the charge that the Government 
was connected with the /imes through Houston 
and Pigott as a scandalous and unfounded 


libel. The Opposition, he saia, revelea 
in hbel, while aftecting to regard it 
as the most shocking of erimes. 


They had charged Houston with having acted 
in complicity with Pigott, but they had declined 
to examine Houston when invited todose. He 
thought it would be more deeerous for the gen- 
tiemen to refrain from comments, sub judice. 
[Renewed laughter. ] 

For asking how it was that witnesses were in- 
timidated Mr. Balfour was called to order by 
the. Chairman. Continuing, he said that the 
Government volunteered no information for 
the purposes of the eommission, but they were 
willing to give it to either side when required. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that Mr. 
Balfour misapprehended Mr. Morley’s case. 
The fact that Irish constables had been sub- 
penaed did not make it necessary for them to 
remain for months in London, unless they were 
performing distinct services for the Zimes. The 
speaker raised a lauga by showing how the 
statements of Mr. Matthews and Mr, Balfour 
conflicted. - 

Mr. Bradlaugh said that, so far from being 
impartial, the Government had withbelad from 
the persons accused matters material to their 
defense. 

Mr. Healy said he had tried to cross-examine

T. P. O'Connor was cailed to order for charg- 
ing Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour with trying 
to galvanize the Parnell forgeries into life 
agaisa. An exciting scene ensued, Mr. O'Con- 
nor twice refusing to withdraw the remark, as 
far asit concerned Lord Salisbury, 
proving cries ef his celleagues. The

AN ENGLISH PAPER POOL. 
LONDON, Mareh 21.—Fourteen of the largest 
papermakers in England have formed a syndi- 
cate for the purpese of raising prices. The 
capital of the syndicate is £2,000,000. 





Some inquiries among those interested in the 
paper trade in New-York fail to show that the 
English pool is a menace to the industry in 
this country. There is no feeling of uucasiness, 


and the general opinion seems to be that in- 
stead of the English pool being the occasion for 
any alarm here, it ought to have the opposite 
effect. If the pool attempte to make an unfair 
scale of prices, foreign competitors from this 
side and the Continent will flood the market. 
It 1s known that a large quantity of Conti- 
nental paper has been sold in Great Britain, 
and the effect has been disastrous. The peol is 
belHleved to be merely an attempt at mutual 
protection. It is not a formidable combination, 
and $10,000 
the capital interested in the English industry. 
American Mandfacturers assert that they ean 
®xeel the English makers on ali kinds of articles 
except fine writing paper, and tliat specialty, it 
haé been remarked, is too fine for any one but 
an Anglomaniac. It was mentioned by a well- 
posied man as significant that an American 
Taanufacturer receutiy closed a yearly contract 
ith an English publisher. Such a th as a 
tfust or pool in the trade here has never been 
‘serieusly considered, because it is regarded as

THE COPPER CRISIS IN FRANCE. 





THE GOVERNMENT ORDERED TO FIX 
THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

PaRIs, March 21.—In the Chamber ef Deputies 
to-day M. Laur, in the discussion of an interpel- 
lation on the copper crisis, demanded that the 
Penal Code provision against monopolies be en- 
forced. He acoused the Rothchilds of causing 
the crisis and of leading an international plot 
against the French market, and urged the ne- 
cessity of an inquiry into the crisis, 

M. Rouvier, Minister of Finance, ridiculed M. 
Laur’s speech as a romance beneath the dignity 
of a serious assembly. The allegation against 
the Rothschilds, he said, was undeserved, and 
its refutation could be left to the public’s good 
sense. The Comptoir d’Escompte would have 
suspended but for the assistance rendered it. 
The Comptoir d’Escompte deserved the Govern- 
ment’s solicitude. If any loss occurred in con- 
nection with the first loan it would be borne by 
the capitalists and not by the Bankof France, 
The second advance would be made by the 
Bank of France and 50 {capitalists. The Comp- 
toir d’Escompte’s doors, therefore, would not be 
closed. The old Comptoir d’Escompte ought 
to be liquidated and replaced by an analagous 
institution, so necessary was it to small and 
medium branches of trade. He had eonfined 
himself in the matter to giving advice. The 
Bank of France’s aetion was entirely free, and 
the nation’s thanks were due to it and to all 
whose ald had helped to avert disaster, the ex- 
tent of which it would be impossible to measure, 

M. Thevenet, Minister of Justice, informed M. 
Laur that the law against monopolies had not 
been repealed, but that it was difficult to prove 
charges of monopoly. 

M. Lejeune reproached the Government for 
refosing to intervene in the Panama Canal af- 
fair, and yet intervening in the Comptoir 
a’Escompte erisis, which was the dDusiness ef 
the Haute Banque and Bourse speculators. 

M. Kouvier replied that.the Government had 
been unable to interfere in the Panama Canal 
matter. In the Comptoir d’Escompte affair it 
had interfered solely in behalf of the depositors. 

M, Millerand said that the Government had 
performed only a part of its duty. It still 
remained te make a salutary example. He 
proposed an.order of the day calling for an 
immediate judicial inquiry into the copper 
mouopoly. ; 

M. Thevenet assured the Chamber that the 
Government would scrupulously examine into 
the matter with the view of reaehing the guilty 
parties, but it reserved the right to. choose its 
own time for the investigation. 

The order ef the day, pure and simple, was 
rejected—284 to 234. ; 

M. Laur then withdrew his motion for the 
enforcement of the monopoly law, and, after 
further . discussion, M. Thomson moved an 
order of the day declaring that the Government 
wonld take the necessary steps to ascertain 
who were responsible for the crisis and to make 
the law respeeted. M. Themson’s motion was 
accepted by the Government, and was adopted 
by the Chamber by a vote of 339 to 312. 

With the close of the Bourse to-day Comptoir 
d’Escompte shares were quoted at 137f. 50c. 
Société des Métaux shares and Rie Tinto shares 
were unchanged. 

Le Paris (aewspaper) states that the tribunal 
will to-day dissolve the Seciété des Métaux and 
appoint M. Levasseur liquidator. 

LONDON, March 21.—Copper was stronger to- 
day and touched 42, closing at 40%. 

Morrison, Kekemich & Co. deny the state- 
ment that their creditors had accepted a com- 
position of 7s.

THE GERMAN NAVAL BILL. 

BERLIN, March 21.—In the Reichstag to-day 
the estimates for inereasing the horsing of the 
artillery passed the second reading, as did the 
bill providing for a dual administration of the 
naval department. In the debate on the latter 
bill, Prince Bismarck, replying to Herr Richt- 
er’s criticism, showed that the responsibility of 
the naval authorities to the Reichstag would be 
in no way altered. The change, he said, was a 
constitutional one. He declin to be 
responsible for the commander eof the navy. 
The plan only involved the application to the 
navy ef a system that had already been tested 
in the army, namely, the, placing of the Ad- 
miral-in-Chief at the head, or the navy, just as 
the General-in-Chief was at the head of the 
army. Of course the Emperor was supreme 
eommoender of both branches. 

Baron von Frankenstein said he thought that 
the necessity for an immediate change had not 
been sufficiently shown. 

Prince Bismarck, replying, said that the ex- 
ecution of the proposed change would only de- 
mand haste should the present peaceful pros- 
pects become clouded. 


MORE RLOTING IN PESTH. 

PESsTH, March 21.—The rioting was renewed 
here to-night. One hundred. persons were ar- 
rested. The Governor has issued a proclama- 
tion, declaring that the severest measures will 
be taken with the rioters. Prime Minister von 
Tisza had an interview with Emperor Francis 
Joseph to-day and received full powers to stop 
the outbreaks. The Emperer expressed the 
fullest confidence in the Premier, and made him 
promise that he would not venture out without 
police protection. Herr von Tisza said that the 
chief dangers were already over.

THAT CABLE FORGERY. 





THE WEAK DEFRBNSE OF SULLIVAN AND 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
CHICAGO, March 21.—Denials of the story of 
crooked work that do not deny have character- 
ized the reception by the principals in the 
alleged conspiracy by whieh a production of 
Chicago talent was foisted upon the country as 
an Associated Press dispatch from London, 
narrating how Patrick. Egan discovered the 
Pigott forgeries. Late last night Alexander 
Sullivan was told that he was charged 
with having conspired with Walter Neef, the 
General Western Manager of the Assoeiated 
Press, in the concoction of the alleged Londen 
dispatch, and he was given an opportunity to 


make an explicit denial. Sullivan did not avail 
himself of tne chance thus offered. Here is an 
extract from the interview with him: 

“The night before the story appeared the 
Associated Press calied up my house and asked 
for me. I was out at the time. The next 
morning I stepped at the Associated Press 
oftice on my way down town. I saw “Mr, 
Neef. He said to me: ‘I called you 
up last night to get an interview te go 
with the Associated Press cable, cennecting 

ou with the evidence which broke down the 

ndon Jimes’s case against Parnell. You have 
probably read the accountin the papers.’ I 
told him I hadread the acceunt. I can only say 
to you that the first l ever knew of it was when 
1 saw it in priat.” 

When it was suggested to Sullivan that alittle 
more emphatic denial would create a good im- 
pression, he said: 

“Anything further is but a multiplicity of 
words and is uunecessary.” 

“Will you say you did not write or were not 
cognizant of the contents of the cable until 
your attention was called to it by the Associat- 
ed Press ?”’ 

‘*T have answered that fully in my state- 
ment. I[ have said to youin strong language— 
it may not be good English, but it is as strong 
as [ need use—that I first saw the eable in 
print.” 

To-day Mr. Walter Neef was given a chance 
similar to that afforded Mr. Sullivan. Here is 
what he said: 

“The whole thing is absurd, and [do not see 
what the Chicago 7:mes is driving at. They do 
not question tbe accuracy of the story, but are 
simply trying to prove that its origin was Chi- 
cago, Not London. It seems to me that the 
truth of the dispateh is the main question. 
In point of fact, however, the story did 
come from London, and its accuracy will be 
substantiated by Mr. Parnell, Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, and others interested in the prosecution of 
the London J/imes. As for myself and the Asso- 
ciated Press we do not write or send dispatches 
at any one’s dictation, whether the person be 
Alexander Sullivan or Lerd Salisbury, or any 
one else.”’ es 

These are brave words, but apparently not 
brave enough to break down the evidence that 
Mr. Neef, either with the assistance of Sullivan 
or withthe cognizance of the latter, coneocted 
the alleged London dispatch. Mr. Neef, by the 
way, has been the correspondent hore of the 
New-York 7ribune, and is understood to be still 
serving that sheet. 

The whole exposure ef the methods by which 
the case against Mr. Parnell was broken down 
was a fine bit of comedy. Thestory of the won- 
derful acumen of Egan, the brilliant work ef 
Sullivan, ana the delicate duties of the Rev. 


Father Dorney were on tap and ready 
for distribution at the proper momeént 
The alleged Lendon dispateh reached 


this city late at night, but ene paper was enj 
terprising enough to send a reporter to see 
Father Dorney. It was not Father Dormuey’s 
ove to speak, but when the rise of the curtain 


presented him to the view of two 
worlds, he modestly, though briefly, ad- 
mitted that he had done ali that the 
dispatch credited him with doing. The 


play was @ little twisted by this interview, but 
1t went merrily on the next day. Egan sudden- 
ly appeared on the scene and proelaimed him- 
self the savior of Ireland. Sullivan put in his 
claim in a carefully-prepared interview, and 
Father Dorney talked again and at greater 
length. It was a capital perfermance, and real- 
ly worth an admission fee. 

Still there were those who knew that Sullivan 
was not allowed to speak at an Irish meeting 
here, for which he had prepared an address, aud 
that,despite that fact the Associated Press sent 
out his speeeh as one delivered, and neglected 
to send those that were actually made, Sul- 
livan’s familiarity with the Associated Press was 
evident, and the cynical persons who refused 
te applaud the affecting performance of the 
three saviors of Ireland began to inves- 
tigate. The result of their investigations 
was told in.a dispatch to THE NEW-YoRK 
TimES from Chicago this morning, giving 
the facts unearthed by an active New-York ¢or- 
respondent. The story makes interesting read- 
ing, but it does not surprise very many people 
here. The only amazing thing about is that a 
reputable néwspaper man like Mr. Neef should 
have been draggea into it. 





THE OHIO SITUATION, 
COLUMBUS, Ohio, Mareh 21.—The Spring elec- 
tions in Ohio promise tobe the most exciting 
of any that have been held for a number of 
years, partly because of the influence they will 
have upon the Gubernatorial contest next Fall.

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WHITELAW PROVES A SNAG

REID CONFIRMED AS MINISTER TO 
FRANCE, BUT THE CONFIRMATION 
RECALLED—HUNGRY NEW-YORKERS.

It is one thing for an Administration Senator 
to disagree, with the judgment of the President 
in making appointments, and it isjquite a differ- 
ent matter for a Senator to go upon the record 
as having veted against a nomination that the 
President has carefully considered before send- 
ing itin for contirmation. It was all very well 


when Mr. Reid’s name came along yesterday, 
reported from the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, for Senators of the Administration side 
to murmur against it; that the Demoeratic 
Senators shoulda do so was to have been expect- 
ed. Butthe Republican Senators Knew that 
if there was a contest resulting in 4 yea 
and nay vote, the reeurd of the vote would go 
te the President, as every yea and nay vote in 
executive session does. With that vote before 
him, and his appointments yet nearly all to 
be made, the President could, if he were a nar- 
row and resentful man, make the career of a 
Senator for four yearsa history of perpetual 
failure to get anything. It was not surprising, 
therefore, that when the nomination of Mr. 
Reid to be Minister to France came up to-day 
for confirmation, and the chance of a roll call 
appeared, the chance should have been avoided, 
The nomination was confirmed Dy the Senate 
to-day, but the moment that action had beeu 
taken the case Was reopened and put over until 
to-morrow, sotbat Mr. Reid is not yet entitled 
to receive his commission. 

There were no speeches in eppdsition to the 
coufirmation to-day, and when his name was 
reached on the calendar it went through with- 
out attracting more attention than the nomina- 
tion of an ordinary Postmaster, no Senator 
taking the trouble to vote one way or the other. 
Probably not one-half of the Senators present 
knew that Mr. Reid’s name was before thei. 
But just as the presiding officer announced 
that the yeas had 1t and the nominailion was 
contirmed, Mr. Vest jumped up and wanted to 
know who had been confirmed. He was told 
that it was Whitelaw Reid. Glancing over tu 
the vacant chairs of Messrs. Evarts and His- 
coek, Mr. Vest asked unanimous consent that 
the Reid ease be laid over until to-morrew. He 
explained that he desired to lay before the Senate 
a letter regarding Mr. Reid, and preferred todoso 
when the Senators from New-York were pres- 
ent. This letter, he told the Senate, came to 
him frem a reputable gentleman, and contained 
serious allegations regarding Mr. Reid and the 
latter’s cennection with a certain Baltimore 
corporation. Mr. Vest felt it to be his duty to 
present the letter to she Senate, and he did not 
oare to be afterward accused of seeking to sup- 
press information which the Senate vught to 
have when acting upon such an important nom- 
ination. Mr. Vexst’s request was granted as a 
matter of course, and so Mr. Reid’s confirma- 
tion will not be dated from to-day. 

Senator Hawley says that the report that he 
spoke in yesterday’s executive session of the 
Senate against Mr. Reia’s confirmation is not 
true, and that he had not thought of oppesing it. 


** Boss” Platt’s departure from the capital 
last night, after his prolonged conterence with 
the Vice-President and Senator Hiscoeék, evi- 


dently left the visiting New-Yorkers free to 
act according to their personal desires, but 
without expectation of securing any promises 
not strictly within the lines of the boss’s con- 
trol. The Broekiyn delegation, with Mr. Frank- 
lin Woodruff atits head, made a break for the 
boss before he left, but instead of securing his 
ear for the reeeption of their wishes they were 
told that he had notimefor them. He knew 
what they wanted, and 1t was perfectly feasi- 
ble, as it was safe, for the boss to leave with 
Mr. Hiscock the powerto actas his proxy in 
vetoing any proposition obnoxious to Piatt that 
might accidentally attract the favorable atten- 
tion of the Executive. 

Mr. Hiscock, who is one of the most frequent 
Visitors at the White House nowadays, ran 
over to see the President this morning before 
going to the Senate. He prebably prepared 
Mr. Harrison for a later visit from the Brooklyn 
men, for not long after Secretary Tracy, Frank- 
lin Woodruff, and Col. A. D. Baird called 
upen the President, taking Theodore B, Willis 
and Nathan Newman with them. With a gvod 
deal of shrewdness they put forward Mr. New- 
man first to advocate the appointment of Lewis 
Payne for Public Printer. The politicians preb- 
ably suspected that there was little chanve of 
the selection of a New-York man for this place, 
and were prepared to fall back upon proposl- 
tious for local appointments with more hope of 
success. They were not, therefore, greatly 
shocked when the President told them that 
‘there were already too many red apples in 
that basket.” Some of them understood by 
this speech that New-York had already received 
more than its share of Federal appointments, 
and could not expect to have the Government 
Printing Office. Others interpreted the parable 
to mean that the number of candidates for 
Public Printer was too large, and that Payne 
could not therefore be eonsidered. One of the 
delegation reports that the President distinctly 
stated that the Public Printer would be a West- 
ern man and that he would be a competent 
printer, bookbinder, and executive officer. As 
tur the claims of Theodcre B. Willis for Federal 
appointment in the Custom House, no assur- 
ances could be given. That was evidently to 
be left for “the representatives of the people” 
to decide. 

Whatever else may have been said or done, 
the Brooklyn men have all day been expressing 
their confidence in the success ef their missign. 
They say that ‘‘Corp.” Tanner will surely be 
Pension Commissioner. They leok for the 
early appointment of Joel B. Erhardt as Cel- 
lector. Further than that, they say that Theo- 
dore B, Willis will be Naval Oificer er Sur- 


veyor, and that Gen. John N. Knapp 
will be Surveyor if he is nut chosen 
for Coilector. Gen Knapp says that he 


would not take the Coliectorship on a 
gold salver, that his health would not justify 
him in taking the place if it were offered to him, 
and hehas noidea that any one will offer it. 
He does not say that he would refuse to be Sur- 
veyor, and asa skillful politician from the 
country is sure to be ehosen to see that the 
up-State people get their share of the patron- 
age, Gen. Knapp may be induced to test his 
conssitution in the Surveyor’s oftice. 

There is some talk amoug the New-York and 
Brooklyz men that would justify the expecta- 
tion that the New-York Post Ottice is to be fillea 
before the appointments of the Colleetor, Naval 
Officer, and Surveyor ard announced. Itis per- 
feoctly. evident that the efficiency of Postmaster 
Pearson, and the desirability of his retention 
in effice in the public behalf, de not enter into 
the calculations of the managers, from Gen. 
Knapp and “‘Lew” Payn down to Mike Dady. 
The. latter person, by the way, was duly 
introduced to Secretary Windom as an 
@pplicant, supported by Franklin Woodruff, for 
the position of Superintendent of Construction 
and Repairs of Federat Buildings in the South- 
ern District of New-York. The whole spoils 
distribution for New-York ie in the hands of 
Platt, Merton, Hiscock, Knapp, and Payn. <A 
few individuals profess to believe that the 
disappearance of ex-Senator Miller from 
Washington and from the scene of the 
distributien is but part of a plan.

HERR PALITSCHEK TO SUCCEED THE 
LATE HUGO FRITSCH. 
VIENNA, March 21.—Herr Palitschek has been 
appointed Austrian Consul at New-York to suc- 
ceed the late Hugo Fritsch. 





Anton Chevallier von Palitschek von Palm- 
forst—to give the full resounding name of the 
new Consul—is a native of Prague, Bohemia, 
where he was formerly Secretary of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce. He is 35 years old and a 
graduate of Prague University. For a short 
time be ¥as a member of the Bohemian Diet. 
ears this and bis Secretaryship the only 
public office he has held is that of Austro-Hun- 
gurian Consul to Patras, Greece, to which he 
was appointed last Summer. He comesof an 
excellent Bohemian family, but has never been 
well known in Vienna. The date of his arrival 
here is not yet known. 

The Austro-Hungarian Gazelle of this city, in 
its issue of yesterday announced Herr von Pal- 
itschek’s appointment and found w good deal of 

‘fault with it. It says that “he is not the proper 
man for New-York, becauge, in our opinion, no 
man can satisfactorily fill the office who has 
not, first of all, a good knowledge of New-York 
and consular experienee. The commercial re- 
lations between Austre-Hungary and the United 
States ure now beginuing to be of great 1mpor- 
tance. Therefore, we need a Consml who’ knows 
the country, the people, and the state of affairs 
here, and who can exert an influence upon the 
commercial relations between the countries. 
Sich a man was the late Consul Fritsch. Such 
@ man is Consul-General Havemeyer. Herr von 
Palitschek is not such a man, because he knows 
nothing about this country and has had no ex- 
perience. ‘The best diplomat can do little if he 
is not in theright piuce. Herr von Palitschek 
will not be in the right place.”

THE RICH PLUMS ? — INSTRUCTIONS 


TO THE SOLDIERS. 

ToreKa, Kan., March 21.—The Oklahoma sit- 
uation is tecoming very much strained, not 
withstanding the attempts of prominent men 
to pacify the would-be settlers. Hundreas of 
these are discouraged over the report that the 
country is not likely to be opened until June, 
and unless the advocates of peace redouble 
their effoMts a general advance regardless of 
consequences may result. 

Congressman Mansur of Missouri has been 
traveling along the border counseling the boom 
ers to remain quiet antil the President's 
proclamation is issued, and itis said he has done 
much to avert the threatened invasion. 

Ex-Congressman Weaver bopbed up uex- 
pectedly at Oklahoma Station last night, in 
company with Capt. Couch, Payne’s successor. 
Mr. Weaver was in Topeka Monday and Tuesday 
and held a seoret session with Couch and Sidney 
Clark of Lawrence, who has been lobbying in 


the interest of Oklahoma all Winter in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Weaver left on Tuesday ostensibiy 
for Atchison, but it was learned that he went 
directly to Oklahoma with Couch. AS soon as 
he was recognizea he was forced to make > 
speech in the evening ata danee in the Post 
Otlice Building. 

There is little doubt that. he, in common witb 
other Congressional advvcates of the opening, 
has got his eye on the rich plums which Okla- 
homa is expected to develop, hence his secret 
journey. His presence being known, he grace 
fully took the bull by the herns aad made thé 
boomers a rousing spevch. He said the countrys 
was exeelled by none he had ever seen and 
summarized briefly the advantages of soil and 
climate and general topography which had die- 
played themselves to him for the first time ir 
the day’s ride. This, he said. was the rizhtful 
heritage of the people and the effort which had 
been made to keep it trom them was nothing 
short of a crime. 

The fight in Congress for the possession ot 
this fair ijand had been long and arduous, and 
it had beenin many ways a bitter contest op 
account of the interest involved and the strong 
opposition which had been made by the 
cattie men. It was to be regretted that 
the Springer bill, with its wise provision 
for government had not passed. Still Okla 
bhoma had not been left entirely without law, as 
& court has been established at Muskogee with 
jurisdiction over the Indian Territory in minor 
civil and criminal matters and the courts of 
Fort Smith and Wichita had jurisdiction in cases 
of felony and the more important civil suite. 

Land offices would be established in ample 
time to meet all requirements. It now only re- 
mained for the President to issue his prociama- 
tion, and there was no doubt that he would 
do itin a very short timo. 

All good citizens would wait until that was 
done before entering upon the land. He knew 
that those present would do this. They might 
pass through the sountry and look atit, but 
should come with no purpose of staying. In 
eonclusion, Mr. Weaver predicted that within 
two years Oclahoma would be a State. 

The presence of Mr. Weaver in the Oklahoma 
country will strengthen the feeling in Kansas 
that Senator Plumb simply struck a blow at the 
town-site speculators when he smashed the 
Springer bill. In the meantime the season is 
advancing. and the thousands just in siebt of 
the “ Promised Land” tind their stock of pa 
tience fast disappearing.

The report 
also says that the presentcondition 1s menacing 
to the health of the members of the Legislature 
and Stateemployes. It is the opinion of the 
board that $46,000 is needed for ventilation and 
$10,000 for making the sewerage pipes tight 
and substituting iron for tile. 

The Senate Cities Committees has decided to 
report favorably the bill of Senator Cantor, 
whieh authorizes the expenditufe of $400,000 
for the extension of the Metropelitan Museum 
of Art Building in New-York City. 

The Assembly Prisons Committee will report 
favorably to-morrow Mr. Savery’s bill. with 
amendments. The bill practicaliy restores the 
system of Jabor in vogue before the Yates law 
was enacted, and its object is to provide means 
by which prisoners may be regularly employed. 

The Jowt Canal Committee held a long ses- 
sion this afternoon discussing the million-dellar 
Canal improvement bill. No decision was 
reached. A mujority of the members were’ in 
favor of eutting down the appropriation asked 
for. Eight wanted it decreased to $600,000 
and saven to $750,000. 

Four of the latter number, however, preferred 
keeping it at $1,000,000, but were willing to 
compromise on $750,000. The members of the 
Assenbiy committees were not present.

HE PRAISES THE SOUTHERN RAILROADS 


FOR THEIR LIBERAL SPIRIT. 
ATLANTA, Ga, Maroh 21.—The visit of ex- 
Mayor Cooper and ex-Mayor Hewitt of New- 
York and the other prominent gentlemen by 
whom they were accompanied was brought to a 
close to-night by a banquet in the Kimball 
House. Mr. Henry W. Grady presided and Gov. 
Gordon was present Mr. Hewitt talked to- 
night more freely of his mission and the results 
of his trip. , 

“Tt is true,” he said, “that we have been 
very deeply impressed by all that we have seen 
here inthe South, and especially by what we 
have learned about the sensible and liberal 
spirit manifested by your railroads toward the 
industries of the section. It is te this, in my 
opinion, more than to anything else, that the 
extraordinary development of your section is 
due. The wealth is here, but it might have lain 
here untouched had not tne railroads shown s0 
liberal a spirit toward those who undertook its 
development.” 

* Are present rates lower than those in the 
North?” he was asked. 
“Very wucb lower. I should say that the 
rates upon new materials given by the Southern | 
roads are less than half those given by the 
roads in the North. You have superior ores 
and the coal supply at your doors, but your 
greatest advantage is in your cheap railroad 
rates, which enable your munufacturers to 
place their products in any part of the North 
or West as Gheap or cheaper than we can do it 
ourselves. 

“The fact that we are dissatisfied with our 
treatment at the hands of the Northern roads 
doesn’t necessarily mean a Change on our part. - 
What we shall insist upon 1s 4 change on the 
part of our railroads, which must &ive us better 
rates or we shall be unable to compote with the 
iron mills of the South. There are many reasons 
why we should stay where we afe. Mr. Cooper 
and I are getting to be old men, and we are 
about through. We think we have earned a va- 
cation and a little rest. 

“Then there is a duty which we owe our em- 
ployes there at Trenton, people who have 
themselves or whose ancestors have werked for 
us and for Mr. Cooper’s father for a half cent- 
ury. All we askis that the railroads treat us 
as fairly as the Southern railroads treat the 
iron men ef these States,” 

“You speak of the South furnishing the in- 
crease in the output. Do you mean that the 
Southern mills will drive thodse ef the North out 
of the market?” 

‘Oh, no, [don’t anticipate anything of that 
kind. What I mean is this: The yearly increaso 
in the iron output of the world over is about 
10,000,000 tons if Lrememberrightly. Of this 
the inerease in the United Statesis about 3,000,- 
000 tons. This inerease comes from the South- 
ern milis; or, in other words, the Southis going 
ahead in iron production, while the North re- 
mains stationary.’’ 

“Has the South ceme up to your expocta- 


“tions?” 


“As I heave said, I have been deeply im- 
ressed by what I have seen through the Soath. 
f course we in the North are kept posted on 
such matters through the newspapers, but there 
is nothing so convincing as to see with one’s own 
eyes. The last time [ was in the South was in 
1860, and—well, the change is simply marvel- 
ous. Lam here simply on a tour of investiga- 
tion, with no intention of transferring our in- 
terests to the South; but it 1s more than 
prebable that, should these getlemen inaugu- 
rate a new enterprise aiong their road we would 
teke stock 1p it. 

“There is one thing I want you to say for 
“Itis that [T am not 
interested a dollar’s worth in any of these rail- 
roads, but I am simply the guest of these 
gentlemen to look over the coun me All that I 
say about the railroads 1s from an unprejadiced 
standpoint. Being greatly interested in the ques- 
tion of rates tiyself, [have siudied the situa- 
tion closely and I say what I do because I 
know ib to be true.”

The name 
of the Senator was not given. 
Alter the article had beea read Senator Pope 
in addressing the Chair spoke substantially as 
follows: 

**A member of the lower house stated in a hotel 
leboy last night that the penator from his district 
had received $12,000 or $15,000 for his vote against 
this bill. A Senator who voted for the bill told me 
that he was olfered $20,000 to absent himself and 
jose his vote, and these are specimens of corrupt 
rumors atloat. The question seems to me to be not 
are there those here who sell their votes, but are 
there any who do not sell their vetes? Will those 
who frow honest motives voted against that bill— 
for I believe there are sauch—join in an honest effort 
to uncover this alleged corruption and bring the 
truth to the suriace} Dare we negieet to act? 
Dare we avold such action?” 


When Senator Pope took his seat Senator 
Clark arose and asked, “ Did I understand tho 
Senator to say that the Senators who voied 
against the bill yesterday had been bought 
u ?”” 

R. I don’t know what you understood,” replied 
Senator Pope, “but if it is necessary, [cau re 
peat my statement.” 

* Well,” said Benator Clark, “I think these 
boodle allegations come from Senator Pope 
with very poor grace, ‘here was something 
like $9,000,000 involved in the passage of the 
bill, and because some of us conciuded toe vote 
aguinust the vill to protect the interests of the 
State, [ Peileve it comes with poor grace for the 
oppesition to accuse us of taking bribes.” 

There was ap instant of painful stillness in 
the cbamber. “ What ia the question before the 
House?’ shouted Senator Ward, who had just 
come in, ‘ Thers ig no question or motion be- 
fore the House,’"replied “the presiding officer, 
and the regular routine business was proceeded 
with.

ES HARD TO MAINTAIN 
THE OPEN WINTERS EFFECT 
UPON RAILROADS. 

LAKE COMPETITION SOON TO ADD TO 
THE DIFFICULTIES OF THE LINES— 
RESULTS OF THK IOWA SCHEDULES. 

On1cago, Mareh 21.—The reduetion in fleur 

rates to a basis of 73, cents per 100 pounds ne- 

tween Minneapolis and Chicago on business 
destined to Eastern points: went into offect 
to-day. It is hardly to be expected - that 
the downward tendency of Northwestern 
freight rates will end here, or that a 
general decline to the old Summer 
basis Gan be averted very long. Everything 
points to an early opening of lake navigation 
this year, and business has not been se good 
with the railroads during the last Winter that 


they can afford to maintain high rates in de- 
flance of cheap water competition. 

In the Northwest the same conditions that 
prevailed iast Summer still exist, and the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Northern has definitely 
declared the policy it will follow when naviga- 
tion opens by the practical announcement that 
freight will be curried over its reutes by way of 
Chicago at rates to compete with the Manes rune 
ning east from 8t. Paul. 

The reduotion of St. Paul rates will compel a 
readjustment of Omaha and Sioux City rates, 
and then all tariffs will have to eome down. In 
fact this condition of affairs is apparently be- 
ing brought abeut in advance of any general re- 
duction from Sst. Paul and inneapolis, 
owing to the pressure of the lowa_ situ- 
ation. The clamor for a reduction of 
through rates, to and from Iowa points, 
to conform with the Commissioners’ schedule 
witbin the State, eannot be resisted much 
leuyer by the railroads. They have yielded to 
the potitions of the lumbermen, who. were shut 
out of a Valuable trade in Iowa by the estab- 
lishment of a State tariff which gave the lowa 
dealers @ monopoly. 

The committee of railroad ropresentatives to 
whigh this matter was referred at the last meei- 
ing of the Western aud Northwestern divisions 
of the Western Freight Association completed 
its report to-day. It recommends a reduction of 
about 25 per cent. in the rate on lumber from 
Chicago and ali points within the territory of 
the association to Iowa points. 

It ts now believed to be only a question of 
time when a similar reduction will have to be 
made on ail elasses of freight, as it is evident 
that the Iowa Commissioners have no intention 
of immediately advancing their schedule. 


THE WABASH HEARING. 
CHICAGO, Mareh 21.-—-The United States court 
room was crowded to-day with sttorneys rep- 
resenting various interests in the Wabash Rail- 
way. This case was before Judges Gresham 
and Jackson for the hearing of the Maafer’s 
reports and exceptions thereto on the applica- 
tion for a decree of sale upon the plan of reor- 
ganization adopted by the Purchasing Commlt- 
tee appointed in 1885.

RAPID. TRANSIT PROBLEMS REQUIRE

HIS LETTER TO THE MAYOR, 
Jay Gould iq to be in New-York to-day; 
the trip begun with a flourish and mapped out 
for “a rest of two months” has been com- 
pressed into two weeks.

, Jay Gould has beén called back. His lawyers 
have summoned him. His copartners in his 
elevated railway schemes have clamored for 
him. He hastens home scared. Telegraphic 
dispatches, pouring in upon him during the last 
week, have assured him that there is a lively 
prospect that seme of, his deep-laid plans are 
going to come to grief. , 
Before Mr. Gould started South he was as- 
sured that no fearneed be apprehended of any- 
thing like a serious effort being made to get tho 
Legislature to authorize any plan for rapid 
transit in New-York other than suchas he him- 
self might choose to provide. Mayor Grant's 
bill apparentiy had ne such support a8 it Row 
displays. It had not been censidered worthy of , 
attention even by the Gould coterie, who

for months past have been elaborat- 
ing #& scheme for tricking the people 
into warranting a third trick on the 


present elevated railway system. So sure have 
the Gould crowd been of their ability to- earry 
their point in this matter that they have ex- 
pended over $150,000 upon construction work 
preliminary to laying the extra track, creatin 
up ana down the avenues “sidings” an 
“switches” intended to serve in due season as 
part, and a substantial part, of the sought for 
third track with which they purpose to blanket 
the streets. 

Jay Gould seldom uncovers any pet plan to 
the public short of that plan's full accomplish- 
Ment. Understanding this, many people in and 
out of Wall-street wondered a good deal the 
ether day over a dietatorial letter addressed to 
the Mayer and signed with Mr. Gouild’s name. 
Gould has developed some rather remarkable 
epistolary weaknesses of late, but nothing in a 
business way hke this letter to Mayor Grant 
has hitherte ¢ome from him. 

“Tt is not like Geuld to write such a letter,” 
aaid many observors.

Possibly 
beeause that letter was written, because his 
name was signea to it, and because he himself 
realizes that it was a ailiy bit of business; pos- 
sibly it is because he ia mad over that letter 
that Jay Gould comes rushing home from a trip 
not half completed, 

It is said that the magnitude of resulta hkely 
to follow the passage ot the Grant Rapid Transit 
bill dawned upon Mr. Gouid’s frienas here just 
atter he had got away.

Christian Febiger and 
Charies Werner, two Directors who live in 
Witmington, were the first te diacever the 
shortage. 

Craven was summoned before the board and 
confronted with the evidence of bis guilt. He 
was then discharged and permitted to go to his 
home at Ridiey Park, Delaware Coansy. Craven 
begged hard not-to be prosecuted. . The Direct 
ors arrived at no decision regarding that point, 

Craven has two bondsmen, and the Directors 
decided to take steps at once te compel them to 
refund the amount of the Secretary’s embezzie- 
ment. A Jeading Director of the company said 
to-night that he did not think that the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington and Baltimore would §sutf- 
fer any loss. Headmitted there were strong 
possibjlities that it would, because Craven had 
the manipulation of the accounts, and had béen

SOME PECULIAR FEATURES OF THE 
ERWIN DAVIS PICTURE SALE. 

The sale of Erwin Davis's collection cf 

paintings in Chickering Hall ‘Tuesday and 

Wednesday, about which so much ado was 

madé in art eircles and among certain dealers 

as the notable event of its sort since the Stewart 

collection, proves to have been just about three- 

quarters of a sale, for 37 out of the 148 paint- 

ings offered to the highest bidder were bid in 


for the owner by a gentleman named Eugenes R. 
Leland, whose office is at 2 Wallstreet, and 
who tlivesin a modest little house at 61 West 
One Hundred and Fourth-streat. 

The 37 paintings which were bid in were the 
finest in the collection. They imcludea Le- 
page’s ‘Joan of Aro,” which was apparently 
sold fer $23,400, and Troyou’s ** Pasturage in 
Normandy,” $17,500. Thus the pictures which 
were disposed of were not the works which 
attracted buyers, but it is believed that they 
Were the only ones which were really offered 
for sale, the others serving simply as decoys. 
The sale took plaee under the direction of the 
Fitth-Avenue Art Galleries, of whien John 
Ortgies is the manager. Mr. Ortgles disclaims 
any part in the manifest misleading of the pub- 
lic and declares that he did not 6ven suspect 
that anything was wrong until Mr. Leland bid 
$23,400 for the “Joan of c.”” He had 
ho to get $12,000 or $13,000 for 
the painting, it sold for the 
amount named he was not alone astonished, 
but believed the man who made the bid 
was out of his mind. But when Mr. Leland did 
not appear yesterday morning and claim his 
purchases the suspicions of something wrong be- 
came certainties, and Mr. Leland did not seem 
to be quite as insane as he haa appeared te be 
while bidding. Mr. Ortgies said yesterday that 
Mr. Leland had come to him before the begin- 
ning of the sale and, after giving his name and 
business address, said that he should like to 
bid upon a “few of the pictures.” Mr. Ortgies 
was of course delighted, and the result.was 
that he assigned a speeial clerk to watch Mr. 
Leland’s nods, which were to be so significant. 
When Mr. Leland set to work he asked Mr. 
Ortgies not to mention his name for publica. 
tion, and therefcre he became a mysterious 
**Hhicture dealer from Chicago.’’ 

When Mr. Davis was informed by note what 
the repertera had learned coneerning the “sale” 
ot his pictures he sent word in return that he 
was “really very ill with the gout, and begged 
to be excused.” Mr. Leland was “not at home” 
to reporters. Lastevening the following an- 
nouneement was distributed through the me- 
dium of the Associated $3: 

“Mr. Irwin Davis has presented to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art Bastien Le Page’s paint- 
ing of ‘Joan of Arc’ and Manet’s ‘Boy with a 
Sword’ and ‘Feeding the Parrot.’ Mr. Davis 
had received various overtures to digpose of 
these pictures to art institutions of othér elties 
and also from the French Government, but de- 
siring to make various presents he authorized 
Mr. Leland to purchase certain works at his 
recent auction, and, in aceordance with a wish 
generally expressed by the press, ho has pre- 
sented the above thrae to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art’

JHE PLANS OOMPLETED. 
WORK ON THE NEW MADISON-SQUARE 
GARDEN SOON TO BE BEGUN. 

As finally determined, upon and an- 
nounced yesterday by MoKim, Mead & White, 
the architects, the plans for the new Madison- 
Square Garden do not vary greatly from the 
Gesoription of them heretofore published in 
THe Towes. The elevation shows an imposing 
quadrangular structure ef the order of archi- 
tecture known as Itallan Renaissance, of yellow 
pressed brick and white terra-cotta masonry, 
iron, and giass. It is to be built in two sections 
one facing Madison-avenue slightly raised 
above the other, with an observation tower 


rising from the Twenty-sixth-strest front, where 

the two sections meet, to a height of 300 feet. 

The whole structure will be surrounded by an 

arcade extending over the sidewalk to the curb 
he Of..svery side, 

The phitheatre, 310 by 195 fastin extent, 
will have a track one-tenthof a mile in length 
andan arena 122 by 226 feet in extentin the 
form of an ellipse. The main entranee will be 
from Fourth-avenue, but there will also be an 
entrance from Madisgon-avenus very musn as at 
Present. The seating capacity will be 5,060, or 
double the capacity of the present garden. 
There will be no columns to obstruct the view 
in the new garden and the seats are to be of the 
opera chair pattern. A large section of the roof 
is arranged so that it oan be opened in fair 
weather. When used as a Summer garden or 
for Summer night cencerts or conventions the 
amphitheatte will hold 12,000 people without 
discomfort or crowding. The facilities for 
stabling in the basement and underneath the 
seats of the amphitheatre for horse shows and 
¢€ircuses will be greatly improved oyer the old 
arrangement. 

In the section fronting on Madison-avenue, 
beginning with the basement, there are the 
boller, engine, and dynamo rooms, completely- 
arranged kitchens and storerooims, and serving 
rooms communicating by dumb waiters with 
the upper floors. On the ground floor there is 
an imposing entrance to a broad corridor, which 
extends through to the amphitheatre and slong 
the rear of the section to the tower communi- 
cating with the music hall and other rooms on 
the upper floers of the building. In the corner 
eon Madison-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street a 
restaurant and café will be situated. In the 
oppunice corner, on Twenty-sevenih-street, 
there will be a hall for fairs, exhibitions, &o. 
Just above these the grand concert hali will be 
constructed, with seats for 1,200 persons on 
the floor, for 420 in a double tier of boxes, 80 
in number, extending clear around the hall; 
for 1,080 in the second, thira, an 
fourth galleries, and for 346 at the sides, 
‘or fer 3,046 in all. The architects say: 
“The pian of this hall has been very 
‘earefully studied upon the actual construction 
of Wagner’s theatre at Bayreuth, and is in ac- 
cord with the mest advanced theories of acous- 
tics.” The hall is flanked on either side w a 
foyer and assembly room 40 feet by 80, that 
may be thrown into and used with the large 
hall as occasion may require. There is also a 
small music hall on the Twenty-sixth-street side 
eapabie of vamp etey 700 people.

OPPOSING HAMILTON'S BILL. 

The New-York Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children is ciroulating an earnest 
protest against the passage of Assemblyman 
Hamilton's bill to enlarge the right of review in 
cases of the commitment of children to pubiic 
institutions. The bill provides that the entire 
case of any 6uch commitment may be reopened 
previded application be made within 30 days, 
and any Judge of any court of reeord may or- 
der a rehearing of the ease. 

The protest says that the bill will work great 
harm tothe interests of the society. In many 
oases it will be impossible to collect again the 
evidence presented at the first hoaring and the 
ehild wilt therefere be returned to the condi- 
tions from which it was originally rescued. The 
calendars of the courts are now so overbur- 
dened that it will be found impossible to 
rehear the cases before the Judges, and Ref- 
creep will have to be appointed. This will en- 
tail Opon the soeiety an expense as great as the 
cost of keeping the child for a year or two and 


ene that the society believes is entirely 
unnesessary. The provision of the bill 
that ‘allows any Judge of any court of 


record inthe State to review a case, will, the 
— asserts, Cause great confusion and injus- 
jee. A Judgein Buifalo can discharge a child 
committed in New-York City without knowing 
more of the case than its newspaper history. 
There is no provision of law by which witnesses 
can be detained 30 days, 80 there will be no 
chance to present the soeiety’s side of the case. 
Under the present law commitments are made 
by Police Justices, who from their long exve- 
rience and acquaintance with crime are much 
better qualified, the protest - urges, to judge of 
the propriety of a child’s commitment than the 
Judges of the civil courts. The society asserts 
that the present arrangements for the review of 
these cases are all that are required. No case 
has arisen under them where injustice has been 
done.

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THE RAILRVOAD BRIDGE BIDL. 
MUCH OPPOSITION SHOWN TO IT IN THE 
NEW-JERSEY HOUSE. / 

TRENTON, Ni J., March 21.—The Railroad 
Bridge bill was treated rather lichtly by Speaker 
Hudspeth this morning. He took the floor in 
advocacy of its passage when the Heuse took 
it up as the special order of the day. He sald 
much talk had been going the rounds, and the 
prees haa published too mueh regarding a big 
scheme in the bill tomake terminal facilities 
for the Pennsylvania and Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Companies along the northern shore of the 
Kill Von Kull. He aesired to say there was no 
scheme in the bill. It was a measure solely ana 
simply in the interest of commerce. 

He further said that the builders of the pridges 
were desirous of being courteous to this State, 
and, as New-York had granted them privilege 


to oross half way, New-Jersey was asked to 
grant the right fer the other hal 

Mr, Herbert said that, not counting the many 
advantages for the corperations building the 
proposed viaducts, he saw in the bill another 
attempt to ruin the interests of Middiesex 
County. Witha bridge across the Arthur Kill, 
from Perth Amboy to Tottenyillie, the deep 
harbor along the eastern shore of Staten Island 
would be but a few miles distant. If it couid be 
reached many miles of water transportation 
would be saved in shipping coal. Perth Amboy 
is now the coaling terminus of the Lehigh Vai- 
ley Company, while South Amboy occupies the 
same relation to the Pennsylvania Company. 
With these coaling docks transferred to Staten 
Island millions of dollars of work and property 
would be taken from this State to a foreign 
State, and many citizens would be thrown out 
of employment. He was opposed to the measure 
throughout. 

Mr. Kane, also of Middlesex, said he had 
offered amendments providiug that foot pas- 
sengers should cross the bridge free of toll, 
and their rejection convinced him that the 
whole affair was not as innocent as its pro- 
moters would lead the members to believa. 

Mr. Farrell said he thought it strange that 
the bili provided that the Governor should ap- 
point an engineer to superintend the building of 
the bridges, and that the companies building 
them should pay the man. 

Mr. Wiedenmayer also oppesing the measure, 
Mr. Hudspeth consented to postponing it until 
next Tuesday.

Gov. Green has signed the Werts Local Op- 
tion bill, and it is now law, althongh by its 
terms it does not take effect for 60 days. 

The Senate is beceming interested in the defi- 
eit in the State Treasury. It passed the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, Thatin view of the many appropria- 
tion bills pending before the Legislature, and it 
being generally understood that appropriations 
made by former Legislatures cannot be paid for 
lack ef funds, a committee be appointed in the 
Senate to prepare a tapulated statement of the 
amounts necessary to defray the expenses of the 
various State institutions, together with the 
probable income of the State to be applied fw the 
payment of the same. 

Messrs. Thompson, Bogert, and Smith were 
put on the committee. Bills were introduced 
authorizing Jersey City to issue bonds for 
$25,000 for repairing streets and sewers, and 
providing that in connties where there is no 
monument commemorative of the soldiers and 
sailors of the late war, the Boara of Freeholders 
Tay appropriate a sum not exceeding $5,000 
for the erection of such a monument. Bills 
were passed authorizing Prineeton College to 
buy more real estate, legalizing the shooting of 
pigeons from a trap, and making the officers of 
all municipal Governments elective. Both 
houses adjourned for the week.

PRIVATE BILLS RECEIVE CONSIDERABLE 
ATTENTION. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 21.—The Legis- 
lature, which has now been in session since 
Jan. 10, has adopted 45 public acts, of which 
upward of 30 have received the Governor's sig- 
nature. The public legisiation has been over- 
shadowed by the private bills which have been 
under consideration. Ninety resolutions have 
been passed, most of which have received the 
Executive approval, Two have gone into ei- 
feet without approval, the Governor deelining 
to sign or return them with his veto. 

The two acts which have become law without 
Executive approval relate to the charters of 
water companies, one at Windsor Locks and 
the other at Portland. In the former case the 
charter amendment autherizes the issue of 
bonds to the amount of three-fourths of the 
company’s capital stock. Heretofore the 
amount has Deen limited to one-half of the 


capital. The principle involved in inereasing 
the limit is not in keeping with Connecticut 
practice. 

The special aets which have beceme law 
authorize the issue of $400,000 of corporate 
bonds of the city of Bridgeport, $225,000 by 
the city of Meriden, $50,000 by the city of 
Middietown, $500,000 by the town of New- 
Haven for the redemption of “ Air Line bonds” 
which mature July 1, 1889, and $200,000 on 
account of town indebtedness+in New-Haven. 
In each case the bonds will pay 4 per cent. in- 
terest. The Meriden, Waterbury and Connuecti- 
eut River Railroad Company has been granted 
power to issue $400,000 6 per cent. bonds, 
maturing in 1925, The People’s Steamboat 
Company of Bridgeport has been incorporated 
with a capital of $90,000, power being given to 
increase fhe amount to 300,000, and the 
Thomsen-Houston Electric Light Company bas 


‘been authorized to increase its capital stock to 


$16,000,000. 

These arethe principal measures that have 
been adopted during the two months and a 
halfin which the Legisiature bas been in ses- 
sion. The great railroad interests, involving a 
bona fide parallel road from Neow-Haven to 
New-York, and the increase of railroad capital 
by the State lines to the amenunt of $50,000,000 
at the lowest figures, the secret-ballot measure, 
and the radical changes in school management 
throughdut the State are atiil in the bands of 
the legislative committees, The bulk of the 
sessien’s work is yet to be uudortaken. .Good 
judges are of the opinion that adjournment will 
not be reached before the midaie of June, 

The House on Wednesday, by a very large 
vote, placed itself on record in favor of capital 
punishment. This course is regarded with ap- 
prehension by the friends of the murderer, 
Jobn H. Swift of this city, who has been at 
work for two months .to ‘secure the commuta- 
tion of his sentence to imprisonment for life. 
Swift's execution is set for April 5. During the 
last 10 years there has been two cases similar 
to Swift’s before the Legislature. In 1882 the 
Judiciary Committee reportedin fayor of com- 
muting the death sentence of James Smith of 
Derby, who was known as ** Chip’ Smith, to 
life imprisonment. The House voted 132 to 62 
against the report which sent Sraith tothe 
gallows. In 1880 the House by a vote of 149 
to 72 refused to eommute the sentence of 
HenryHamlin, the murderer of State Prison 
Watchman Wells Shipman. With these prec- 
edents established, it is not believed that even 
a favorable report from the Judiciary Comwmit- 
tee will save Swift from hanging.

TO 8TOP CUTTING PRICES AND SECURE A 


BETTER GRADE OF BOILERS, 
PITTSBURG, March 21.—A.-T. Douthett of the 
Perter Foundry and Machine Company of Alle- 
gheny has issued a call for a convention of 
voiler manufacturers of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New-York, Maryland, West Virginia, and New- 
Jersey, to meet as the Hotel Anderson, Pitts- 


burg, on April 16. The idea is to organize an 
advisory board of boiler manufacturers. 

In the six States named there are about 450 
establishinents engaged in boiler making. An 
eifort is to be made to create a greater interest 
in the manufacture of boilers, make tlie use of 
the very best material compulsory, thus de- 
creasing the number of explosions, and to estab- 
lish a minimumweprice whieh will insure a 
reasonabie profit on all boilers built. It is not 
proposed te form atrust., Each manufacturer 
entering thé association will manage his own 
trade and sell direct, but an agreement is ex- 
pected to be reaehed that none will sell below 
the minimum price per pound decided upon. 
The question of wages wili not be consider 

Boiler manufacturers, it is said, are paying 
more in proportion to their employes thun any 
other workmen in like crafts reeeive, but mem- 
bers of the new organization will aitend to their 
individual affairs in this respect, and it 18 con- 
tended that the uniform scale of selling will 
ultimately result in an advance of wages. 

The object of the new assoelation is declared 
to be to stop the cutting of prices and secure a 
better grade of buyers. The organization will 
represent a capital of many million dollars,

New-York politicians are grumbling be- 
cause the appointment of Col. FRED GRANT 
te the Austrian Mission is ‘‘ charged” to 
New-York.

AN ASSAULT UPON TRUSTS. 

We suspect that the readers of the Tribune 
have been puzzled by some of its recent re- 
marks about combinations of protected 
manufacturers. On the 19th inst., in an ar- 
ticle relating to the proposed formation of a 
Salt Trust in this country, 16 said: 

“Tf they [the American producers of salt] 
Garry out the plan ascribed to them, they at least 
will have no right to complain if a Congress 


representing American consumers should sweep 
away every cent of the duty en foreign salt.” 


One might be led by this to suppose that 
a Trust ring is aiged in some way by a tariff 
duty on the products it. undertakes to con- 
trol. Why should the duty be swept away 
if it does not help the ring? On the fol- 
lowing day, the 20th inst., the TZribune re- 
turned te the subject as follows: 


“ If it [the tariff] has defects, this is the time 
to cure them. If its benefits are taken from the 
people to whom they belong by any syndicates 
or combinations, this is the time to break down 
such monopolies, and if necessary to so modify 
the laws that they can no longer be main- 
tained.” 


Here was an admission that combina- 
tions whose aim is to suppress competition 
and exact high prices in protected indus- 
tries are ‘* maintained” by the aid of tariff 
duties. And now the Tribune urges that 
‘“‘such monopolies” should be broken 
down by a reduction of duties. When such 
action was suggested in the recent cam- 
paign the Republicans cried out that any 
reduction would give aid and comfort to 
some fereign Trust. How can the Tribune 
make such shecking recommendations and 
at the same time support the natienal 
platform that calls for tariff revision that 
shall “ check imports”? We take the fol- 
lowing also from the Tribune’s article of the 
20th inst. : : 


“The disposition to defeat the tariff by com- 
binations of producers who are benefited by it 
is one which should be met without compromise 
or merey. The people have not upheld the 
prineiples of protection for the purpose of giv- 
ing great fortunes to a few favored individuals. 
If the persons engaged in the protected indus- 
tries are not willing to meet that free home 
competition which it is the express object of 
protection to eneourage they ought to get out of 
the business. The full force of public opinidn 
and ef the laws should be brought to bear upon 
every such attempt to deprive the country of 
the legitimate fruits of protection.” 


And yet, when certain persons strove in 
the recent campaign to direct “the full 


force of public epinion” against these 
“combines,” and urged that the laws 
should be enforced for the everthrow of 


such rings, the Tribune denounced them as 


enemies of their country who sought to 


break down its industries. It accepted the 
doctrine of Mr. BLAINE that these combi- 
nations which it would now pursue 


publicly and in the courts “without com- 


promise or mercy” were “ private affairs” 
with which not even the President had 
“any right to interfere.” Even after the 
élection, on Nev. 30, it published the fol- 
lowing opinion: ‘ 

**But the dear poople have an abiding eonyic- 
tien that what is, perfectly obvious cannot be 
true, and se they go on fichting against combi- 
nations, which lessen expenses, and for more 
eempetition, which inevitably increases ex- 
penses.” 


Less than four months have passed and 
now the dear people are urged to fight the 
combinations with ‘“‘the full force of pub- 
lic opinion and the laws.” 

No ene can tell how long the Tribune 
will continue to regard protected combina- 
tions'as enemies of the public welfare, but 
so long as it shall do se the rings that fur- 
nished.so mueh of the money used by Dup- 
.LEY and his associates in the campaign will 
have a grievance. This suggestion, that 
the laws should be so modified that combi- 
nations ‘“‘can no longer be maintained,” is 
a sharp and wicked blow at the profits ef 
those who contributed so generously for 
the purchase of ‘‘blocks of five” with the 
understanding that they should be helped 
and repaid by a little revision of the tariff. 
Does the Tribune expect that they will read 
with pleasure these assaults upon their 
‘private affairs” in the paper sup posed to be 
devoted to theirinterests ? Will they cen- 
tinue to pay liberally for the circulation of 
such perilous stuff among the workingmen ?

THE AMENDED EXCISE BILI. 

The fact that a caucus of the Republican 
members of the Assembly has decided in 
favor of supporting the Cemmission Excise 
bill as amended ought not to be regarded 
as making it in any sense a party.measure. 
An excise bill which had to be regarded as 
strictly a party measure would have little 
chance under existing circumstances of be- 
eoming a law. The object should be to 
seoure an effective regulation of the liquor 
traffic which will have the general support 
of public sentiment, regardless of party, 
and therefore be capable of a strict enforce- 
ment in all parts of the State. 
ure, though the advocates ef high license 
accept it as satisfactory to them, is a very 
moderate one. It establishes three classes 
of licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors to be drank on the premises 
where they are sold, and makes pro- 
visions that are not likely to be objected to 
for sales by storekeepers and druggists. The 
three classes of: licenses are: For keepers 
of hotels, permitting the sale of all kinds of 
liquors; for keepers of saloens, allowing the 
same privileges, and for keepers of saloons, 
permitting the sale of wine, ale, and beer 
only.- For the first class the fees are not less 
than $100 nor more than $500 in cities, and 
not less than $100 nor more than $250 in 


towns; for the second clags, not less than 


$300 nor more than $500 in ctties, no pro- 
vision being made for towns, and for the 
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more than $100 in towns. 

These rates are slightly modified from 
those proseribed in the bill as originally 
reported, and the provision for general 
liquor licenses fer saloons in towns has 
been stricken out. This latter change is 
the one most likely to cause opposition 
from the liquor interest, but a general 
liquor saloon in a country town is almost 
sure to be a public-nuisance and the centre 
of diserder and demoralization. A rum- 
selling country tavernis bad enough, and 
Wine and beer saloons in a village are sub- 
jects of toleration rather than encourage- 
ment. No doubt this may be also true of 
cities, but it is a question of carrying 
restriction a3 far as is practicable, 
and the conditions and requirements of 
cities and towns differ very widely. The 
bill presents in a qualified form the princi- 
ples of high license and local option. If 
the maximum fees were exacted it would 
afferd an etfective form of high license, at 
least in cities, and it is left to the local au- 
thorities to exact them if public opinion 
demands and will sustain them in doing so. 
The somewhat broad discrimination that is 
made between the*treatment of distilled 
and fermented drinks we believe to be wise. 
Whatever tends to promote the substitu- 
tion of the milder for the stronger bever- 
ages isin the interest of temperance, and 
the distinction will also make the enforce- 
ment of the law easier and more’ complete. 

The other features of the bill, which have 
been but little modified by amendment, 
were made familiar at the time it was re- 
ported. Those of most interest are the re- 
quirement fer the closing of saloons at 12 
o’clock at night, the restriction of the num- 
ber of licenses to 1 to 500 inhabitants—ex- 
eept in the remewal of licenses to those 
already holding them, ‘‘unexpired and 
unforfeited”—and the requirement that each 
application fer a lieense shall be accom- 
panied by a petition of at least ten respect- 
able citizens residing or doing business and 
owning real estate in theelection districtin 
which the premises to be licensed are sit- 
uated. There are other restrictions and 
safeguards, most of which are already in 
force and none of which are likely in them- 
selves to occasion opposition. We do not 
find in the bill in its latest form the previs- 
ions for separate licenses for eating houses, 
for temporary licenses for balls, or for 
licenses for steambeats and railroad trains. 

One of the merits of the bill is thatit puts 
in clear and compact form all the general 
enactments regarding the liquor traffic, 
which are now scattered in confusion 
through many statutes, and makes them 
consistent and easily applied. It avoids 
the recorded objections of Gov. H1L1 to the 
excise legislation heretefore propesed which 
has nut met his approval. It satisfies the 
advocates of high license, and is not so 
radical as to excite the active hestility of 


reputable liquor dealers, at least so far 
as yet appears. It is in substance the 
measure prepared by a cemmission two 
of whose members distinctly. represented 
the organized distilling and brewing inter- 
ests, but were disposed to consent to reasor- 
ably strict regulation and restriction. We 
see no good reason why it should not re- 
ceive the support of Democrats as well as 


Republicans, and finally meet the approval 


of the Governor. 











The Deputy who demanded in the French 
Chamber yesterday that the provisions of 
the Penal Code relating to combinations 
should be enforced is the one who made a 
similar demand a little more than a year 
ago in the same place and with respect to 
the same combination, the Copper Syndi- 
cate. At that time the Government refused 
to‘take any action against the Syndicate, 
and afterward it permitted the Bank of 
France to loan large sums upon the ring’s 
copper im order that the speculators might 
have money with which to continue their 
operations. The present Minister of Justice 
was unwilling yesterday to make use of the 
law, although he was goed enough to admit 


that it had not been repealed. He did 
rromise, however, that there should 
be an investigation ‘‘with the view 


of reaching the , guilty parties,” 
the Chamber afterward passed, by a 
vote of 339 te 312, a motion re- 
quiring such an inquiry to be made. It 
is ridieulous for thé Government to pretend 
that ‘‘ the guilty parties” are not definitely 
known. At the beginning the names of 
some of the capitalists interested were con- 
cealed, bat after M. SECRETAN had been 
encouraged to pose before the world as a 
phil: nthropist there was not so much mys- 
tery about his associates. It does not seem 
probable that they have reason to be 
alarmed by the attitude of the Govern- 
ment.

Wilson agrees to vonform to the 
stage rules and regulations of the Aronson com- 
pany. 

Albert Aronson said last night that he had 
not heard of the matter until told ef it by THE 
TIMES’s reporter. His brother Rudolph was in 
Philadelphia and had telegraphed that Zimmer- 
man and his attorney were coming over to 
New-York to see Wilson, no mure. They had 
been in negotiation with Nrxon & Zimmerman 
over the matter.for some time. The Philadel- 
phias peoplé pretended to be afraid that without 
Wilson in the east the Philadelphia engagement 
would be unprofitable, and perhaps they had 
put things in such a light tnat Rudolph had no 
other alternative than te withdraw his refusal 
to Wilson’s exgagement by Nixon & Zimmer- 
man. The original eontract made before the 
row specified that Wilson should play in the 
company, and perhaps that was sufficient au- 
thority for Nixon & Zimmerman to act upon, 
without any consent from Rudolph Aronson 
being especially necessary. If engaged. Wilson 
had been engaged by Nixon & Zimmerman. on 
their own account. The cessation of hostilities 
between Aronson and Wiison would therefore 
seem to be in the nature of a truce, rather than 
& treaty of peace.

A CHESS TOURNEY. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF DISTINGUISHED 
PLAYERS HAVE ARRIVED. 


The grand tournament of the Sixth 
American Chess Congress will begin on Mon- 
day afternoon af 1 o’cleck, at 8 Union-square. 
With the exeeption of six gentlemen all the 
strongest chess players of the world "will be 


there to struggle with each other for first prize 
of $1,000 if possible, and failing in that te try 
and get one of six or seven other prizes. 

The entries closed yesterday, and 19 names 
were found in the list of contestants, including: 
Blackburne, the famous chess player of Lon- 
Gon, who tied with Weiss tor second prize‘ in 
Frankfort; Mason, Bird, two other English ox- 
ports; Pollock and Ginsberg, also of London; 

urn of Liverpoel, Max Weiss of Vienna, 
Tschigorine,. the Russian chess champien; 
Taubenhaus, tbe French chess champien; 
Capt. McKenzie, Major Hanham ef the Man- 
hattan ChessJlub of this city, Delmar, Presi- 
dent of the New-York Chess Club; G. Baird 
and J. Baird, Lipschutz, Max Judd of St. Louis, 
McLeod, Canadian champion, aged 19 years; 
Priester of Philadelphia, and Bure] of Boston. 

Of these gentlemen Ginsberg tied with Black- 
burne for first prize in London. Welss is gener- 
ally regarded as the strongest Austrian player. 
Capt. MeKenzie is now regarded as an Ameriean 
ehampion and won first prize at Frankfort. 
Lipschutz won fifth prize in the great London 
ehess tournament, and Max Judd is regarded as 
one of the strohgest American chess players. 

Seven prizes* have been offered as follows: 
$1,000, $750, $600, $500, $400, $300, $200, 
and a special prize of $50 has been offered by 
Messrs, Wehle and Rudd for the best game. The 
entrance fee is $25, and afurther deposit of 
$25 is required. Each player is to play two 
games with every other player. The* players 
will draw for first move, whieh will be taken 
alternately afterward. In the first round draws 
shall count half for each player. In the second 
round the first draw shall not count, but a sec- 
ond game shail be played, in which first move 
shall be drawn by lot, and if the game results 
in adraw it shall count one-half for beth 
players. 

The prizes will be awarded according to the 
fiual score. If two tie for first prize tney shall 
play a match for the tirst winner of two games, 
exclusive of draws, but after four draws the 
match shall terminate, and if the score be even 
the prizes will be divided, but if either player 
be a game ahead he shall be declared victor. 
The time limit for play is fixed at 15 moves an 
hour and will be regulated by stop clocks. The 
are whe exceeds this limit forfeits the game. 

he clock of the player who does not appear at 
the hour fixed for the play will be setin metion, 
and after a delay of one hour the game will be 
lest by the absentee under the time limit. 

The winner of the tournament shall be bound 
to play the ehampionship, match if duly chal- 
lenged, He shall not be ebliged to play for 
stakes, but may insist apon a maximum of 
$500 a side.

“HONOR BRIGHT.” . 

The play called ** Honor Bright,” which 
had a trial performance at the Madison-Squaré 
Theatre yesterday afternoon, is understood tc 
be the first work of its author. It is in four 
acts, and belongs to the order of theatrical com- 
positions described in the dramatic jargon of 
this day as “ emotional society eomedy.” The 
diffusive character ot much of its text and the 
needless complexity of the plot indieate clearly 
the handiwork of tne novice; but there are 
qualities in * Honor Bright,’ nevertheless, that 
Warrant the hope that the laay who modeatly 
bowed her thanks to an ever-demonstrativs 
audience yesterday from one of the stage boxes, 
and who was called on the house bili “Mrs. 
Allen Arthur,” may some time do good work 
for the theatre. 

Having frankly admitted so much in the be- 
ginning before explaining the merits of this 
new piay, (for it will be found to have merits if 
judgea by comparisen with the works ef otber 
recent aspirants,) the fact that both the mat, 
and the manner of “Honor Bright’ are cal- 
sulated to offend rather than interest any 
healthy, sound-tinded, decent!y-educated hu- 
man being must be emphatically stated. The 
spectacle of a married man declaring his iove 
for a young girl supposed to be virtuous end in- 
genous in the moenlight, urging her passion- 
ately to fiy with him to some remote, un- 
named locality, and finally, after a mighty 
struggle with his conscience, acting apon the 
girl’s suggestion, uttered in tones laden with 
anguish, that he reaily ought to leave her with- 
out waiting to say ‘‘good-bye,” might be ac- 
cepted as a fit subject of dramatic treatment if 
handled with the skill of Sardou or Dumas and 
made subordinate toa briliiantly “ philosophic- 
al” satire of modern sosial life. ven then it 
would not be edifying. But in “Honor Bright’’ 
this incident is merely repulsive. [t is a fault 
of novices that they often throw carelessly into 
the underplot of a play an episode which would 
serve the purpose of a whole five-act drama in 
the hands ef a well-trained play wright. 

The inspiration of “‘ Mra. Allen Arthur” seems 
to have beer derived solely from eurrent fiction 
of the worst description, by which we mean nos 
the ‘‘ penny dreadfuls” that excite the sym pathy 
ef servant girls and send small boys over to 
the Jersey flats hunting redskins, but that sort 
of fiction that is as pretentious as it is false to 
buman nature, andis too widely read forthe good 
ofthecommunity. Wesay “seems,” and are per- 
fectly willing to believe that the author has 
tried to reflect in her play things that she has 
seen. But she has not succeeded. If she ever 
knew awoman At all like Honor Bright she has 
missead,in putting the character on the stage, 
those very qualities that made the prototype 
@ rational and agreeable human Zz. one 
¢an dimly see, in the doings and sayings o 
this exaggerated and reprehensible personage 
the design ef an unconventional, daring 
passionate, but moraliy pure weman, endower 
With Wealth and beauty. But the stage pictun 
of her would have been sadly conventional ant 
unconvincing even if am actress more sym 
| ory and discriminating than Miss Emily 

igi had been identified with the part. 

Butitis searcely worth while to probe any 
deeper. The merits of “Mrs. Allen:Arthur’s” 
first venture in dramatic authorship are purely 
comparative. Unlike many of the plays pro 
duced at Mr. Palmer’s Arthur's Matinées, 
“Honor Bright,” has a definite dramatie pur- 
pose which is held in view from first to laat; 
the actiou is ¢umulative, and the climaxes 
are effective, even when they are not reason- 
able, What is called nowadays the ‘‘ comedy 
elément” is well managed. Tne love-making 
of agirl who pretends to be afflicted with an 
impediment in her speech and a youth who 
does not like stuttering girls as a rule is really 
funny. So that, although the sentiment is false 
and feverish, the language; often strained and 
artificial, and the view of human affaira taker 
by the author prepesterous, “ Honor Bright” 
might, under the right circumstances. be a tak 
ing play “on the road” and in the cheap the 
atres. There is noreason why people who like 
the trashy novels that some Ameriéans anc 
many Englishmen and women are now manu 
facturing sheuld not find “Honor Bright” 
highly entertaining. 

The critical portion of the audience yesterday 
did net like the play, and woald not willingly 
sit through another performance of it in spite 
of Miss Rigl’s serpeitine grace and picturesque 
redundancy of gesture, Mr. Henry Miller’s real 
tears, Miss Dorothy Dorr’s painfully-earnest 
attempt to appear forlorn and parhetic rather 
than mirthful and bewitehing, Mr. Louis Mas- 
sen’s explosive energy, Mr. Walden Ramsey’s 
drawl—yes, even in spite of the fun that.Miss. 
Johnstone Bennett put inte the part of the Btut- 
tering girljand the unexpected and gratifying 
variety ef detail that characterized her per- 
formance.

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THE THEFT WAS COOLY PRE- 
ARRANGED. 
TESTIMONY THAT UNDER THE LAW THE 
STATE CAN ONLY GRIN AND BEAR 
THE OUTRAGE. 

Avpany, March 21.—The Fish Ceiling. Investi- 
gating Cemmittee resumed its labors this after- 
noon, The nature of the testimony produced 
Was such as to prove that the job was a con- 
‘spiracy frem its inception. 

Attorney-General Tabor was the first witness 
called, His examinatien was conducted by Mr. 
Beward, whe brought out polnts covering the 

> redress the State had against Snaith; how far 
the power of the State could goin an effort te 
capture Snaith, and whether the State could 
reoevver any of the money that Snaith had ob- 
tained on fictitious vouchers. After Mr. Tabor 
had admitted that he had drawn the contract at 

Mr. Andrews’s request, Mr. Seward asked the 

Tollowing question: 

“T would like to Know if the law of the State 
ef New-York bas any protection for the people 
of the State if the State’s money has been paid 
on fictitious vouchers?’ ‘No, not with the 
present law.” 

“Tf the contractor performs his duty accord- 
ing to the contraet as drawn, would he be en- 
titled to the money even if the vouchers were 
fictitious ?”’ 

The witness answered, ‘‘I think he would.” 

* “If the contractor completed his work accord- 
ing tothe contract, and after the presentation 
ot filusory vouehers, can he get ail the money 
from the State that his contract calls for?” “I 
think he can.” 

“Tf Mr. Snaith put in a bid for $270,000 and 
received $120,000 in overcharges on labor, ma- 
terial, and work, have the peeple, under the 
laws of the State, any right of action?” * No, 
if the sontractor had performed the contract 
according to the agreement.” 

‘If the contractor has performed his duty ac- 
cording to the contract, has the State any olvil 
cause of action?” ‘No, Sir.” 

“T would like to know if the law of the State 
of New-York has any protection for the people 
of the State if the bid has been accepted against 
fictitieus charges and vouchers?’ ‘Ne, not 
with the present law.” 

“Has the State any remedy to punish erim- 
inally a contractor who performs his work ac- 
cording to contract, or can it recover the excess 
of $120,000, if it is shown that the excess has 
been obtained on illusory vouchers?” ‘“ Mo, Sir, 
if the work has been performed according to 
the contract.” 

** None whatever?” ‘ No, Sir.” 

“Then there is no remedy by which the State 
can be protected?” ‘It cannot protect itself 
in the payment of money on this contract. I 
tried to make provisions for estimates on which 
money was to be paid.” 

“Jfin the future itis desired to protect the 
State against overcharges some other method 
lias to Be adopted than tuat usually proceeded 
pecer when making appropriations?” ‘Yes, 

Sir.”’ 

The Attorney-General said that somebody had 
spoken to him about the $3,500 extra eeompensa- 
tion that Mr. Andrews was to receive, and he 
had the matter thoroughiy looked up in case his 
attention was officially brought to it, but he 
heard nothing of it in an official way until after 
this investigation began. The Aitorney-Gen- 
eral gaid that the State had good grounds for 
aciien against Andrews to recover the extra 
$3,500 whieh Andrews had paid to himeelf. 

John H. Mooney, eontractor, of New-York 
City. and @& silent partner of O’Brien & Clark, 
swore that he had putin an individual bid for 
the work. He said that the information on 
which he had based his bid was given to him by 
Mr. T. J. Sullivan. He had read abeut the 
specifications in THe NrEw-YorK Times, Mr. 
Sullivaz knew perfectiy well what his bids 
were to be within $1,000 or $2,006. Sullivan 
never tola him that his (Mooney’s) bid waa over 
the amount of the appropriation. 

This important evidence shows that the cen- 
&piracy unquestionably was not only to make a 
large number of bidders, but that Sullivan had 
purposely persuaded Mooney to put ina bid. 
that Sullivan, by underbidding, could increase 
the chances of hoodwinking the publie, Mr. 
Mooney declared that Sullivan told him that he 
(Sullivan) was not going to bid on the work, 
and later, when he found out Sullivan had made 
a bid, he was very much surprised. 

Mr. Seward asked him what, if any, sugges- 
tions he could make concerning appropriations 
forthis kind of work for the protection of the 
State in the future, Mr. Mooney said that in his 
judgment work of this character should be paid 
for according to the progress that was made; 
that he did not see how the State could be pro- 
tected so long asthe work had to be done by 
contract and had been adopted by the proper 
persons in charge. 

Edward McEntee, the official stenographer in 
thse Railroad Conrmissioners’ office, who An- 
drews swore had made 12 or 15 copies of the 
plans and specifications, testified that he had 
made but ix copies. 

A. T. Hiteohcock, the Assistant Superintendent 
of the Capitel, was catechized by Mr. Seward as 
to the hundred or more orderilies in the building, 
and through whose influence they were ap- 
pointed, His answers produced much mirth. For 
instance, in February, 1888, when Andrews be- 
xan to plan for the ceiling job, Gen. Husted had 
five employes charged to his account on Ad- 
drews’s booxs. Col. Murphy had foar ef his 
protégé on the payroll. Lieut.-Gov. Jones was 
favored with three, Senator Raines, Assembly- 
man Youngman, and Superinteudent of Public 
Instruction Draper had two each. Senators 
Sloan, Sweet, Vedder, Doane, Assemblymen 
Ainsworth and Gen. Curtis each had his man. 

The most important testimony of the day, 
however, was produced by James A. Shattuck, 
@ contracting mason of Albany. He had been 
told by Robert K. Oliver last June that the bids 
for the work were to be in within a few days. 
He applied tu Superintendent Andrews for a 
copy of the plans and specificatiens. Andrews 
told him he had but one copy. Shattuck went 
with Andrews to the side room, where he con- 
sulted his architect and found the plans, which 
were so imperfeet as to be utterly worthless, 
These plans, he swore, had the name of Sullivan 
and Ehlers on them. 

Mr. Fish—Did you find any disposition te as- 
sist you in making an intelligent bid in Mr. An- 
arewe’s oftice? 

“No,” said the witness emphatically; “I did 
not.” : 

Mr. McKinney of this city, who made a bid 
forthe iren work, had to gote Sullivan and 
Ehlers’s shop to get his plan for the 1ron work. 
The witness said that he made an attempt to 
have the opening of the bids put off for a week 
aud spoke to several influential citizens in Al- 
bany to aid him, but witheut success.

CuiIcaGo, March 21.—The shorts began to- 
cover as soon as trade opened in the wheat

RESULTS OF AN EXPLOSION AT A 
NEW-JERSEY POWDER FACTORY. 

' MANASQUAN, N. J., Mareh 21.—The town of 
Toms River, the eounty seat of Ocean County, 
was startled et 1:30 o’elock this afternoom by a 
terrific explosion that shook buildings and was 
heard for miles around. The disastrous ex- 
plosion about one year ago at the United States 
Dynamite Works, better known as the* old 
powder mill,” just outside of the town, was im- 
mediately recalled and toward the werks a 
crowd hurried, regardless of the storm that 
Was raging at the time. 

The explesion was found to have taken place 
in the mixing house of the company, which had 
been blown to atoms. The other buildings are 
some distance frem the mixing house, and were 
not seriously damaged. Search was immedi- 
ately made for the men employed in the mixing 
house. Charles Nicholas, about years of age, 
was killed outright, his body having been torn 
to pieces. His remains were conveyed to the 





_town. The Coroner was summoned and a jury 


impaneled. Nicholas was @ resident of Man- 
chester, N. J. He leaves a wife and three chil- 
dren. 

Tuomas Haggerty, another employe, was 
picked up near the wreck. Heycame to Toms 
River about three years ago as an umbrella re- 
pairer, and secured employment at the dyna- 
mite works. He has no relatives residing here. 
His death occurred an hour after the explosion. 

As the two men were the only pergons in the 
building at the time it was destroyed it 1s prob- 
able that the direct cause of thé explesion will 


‘never be known. 


The Coroner will endeavor to make as com- 
plete an investigation as is pessible. 





THE OHING-KIANG RIOT. 





FURTHEB PARTICULARS OF THE ATTACK 


ON THE BRITISH CONSULATE, 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—The Deparment of 
State is in receipt of further details concerning 
the recent riot at Ching-Kiang. The trouble 
arose out of the stoning of the Sikh polieemen 
of the British quarter by acrowd of beys and 
young men. It occurred on the Chinese New 
Year, when business was practically suspended 
in the town and whén the streets were thronged 
with idlers. The quarrel of the boys was as- 
sumed by the men, and a general fight ensued, 


A Chinamen was knocked down by the police, 
and the report was eurrent that he was killed. 
Immediately the enraged mob attacked and 
burned the police stations. The roadway was 
throngead with 20,000 rioters, who surged 
toward the United States and British consul- 
ates. 

When the situation became alarming 300 sol- 
diers from the neighboring barracks appeared 
upon the scene, but their presence served only 
to excite the derisien of the mob. Undeterred 
by the soldiers, the gates of the United States 
and British consulates were assaulted and the 
British consulate burned, the Consul barely 
escaping with his life by climbing over a rear 
fence. With much  ereey | the two Consuls, 
with their families, effeet their escape, and 
reashed a mail steamer whieh had just arrived 
just in time to evade the fury of the rioters, who 
were in het pursuit. 

The mob made varieus unsuccessful efforts to 
board the vessel, but it was repulsed in eaeh in-° 
stance. The arrivai of a brigade of soldiers in 
the evening and of a British man-of-war the fol- 
lewing morning had the effect of restoring quiet,

THE ASSEMBLY TINKERING WITH THE 
NEW-YORK SCHOOL BOARD. 


Many persons interested in the public | 


sehools of New-York are mueh concerned about 
Assembly biil-No. 311, the object of which is to 
cbange the manner in which-the members of 
the city Board of Education are appointed. 
The bill was introduced by Assemblyman 
Thomas Smith, Jr.,on Jan. 29, It was read 
twice, referred to the Committee on Public Ed- 
ueation, reported forthe consideration, of the 
Honsé in Committee of the Whole, and finally 
Bent back the, Committee on Edacation, 
where it now is. It bears the title of “ An act 
to better equalize representation in the Board 
of School Commissioners in the City of New- 
York.” It provides that after the expiration of 


the terms of office of the present members of 
the board the Mayor shall so appoint to fill the 
Vacuncies that each Assembly district shall 
have in the board one representative who shall « 
be an an actual resident of the district. 

Under the act of 1873, which once at pres- 
ent the aelection of members of the board, the 
term of office ef the 21 members is three years, 
and seven Cemmissionerships become. vacant 
every year. The Mayor’s term of office is only 
two years, so that 1t is impossible for any 
Mayor serving only one term to appoint more 
than 14 Commissioners. The object of this ar- 
rangement was to preserve the board, as far as 
possible, from falling under the control of any 
politioal faction. At the same time it assured 
at all times. the presence of at least seven ex- 
perieneed Commissioners, who might be de- 
pended upon to check any unwise innevation in 
the school administration. As a matter of fact, 
no Mayor bas made noteriously partisan ap- 
pointments under this law, and no serions o 
jection has been urged against it. The members 
of the board, it is generally admitted, have been 
representative men and women, who have un- 
dertaken the duties of oltice out of their interest 
in the schools. 

It is pointed out that under the proposed ar- 
rangement representation in the School Board 
would not be fairly apportioned to the svhool 
population. For instanee, 17 of the Assembly 
districts lie south of Forty-second-street, which 
would mean 17 of the 24 Commissioners, or 
more than two-thirds of the board would come 
from south of Forty-second-street, while the re- 
ports of the City Superintendent show that 
nearly 50 per cent. of the average school at- 
tendance is found north of Fortieth-street. Ten 
of the Assembly districts lie south of Sixteenth- 
street, where the school attendance.is not near- 
ly so large proportionately as it isin other parts 
of the city that would have a smaller repre- 
sentation in the board. The bill grants the 
Mayor ne power which he does not possess 
now, but simply restricts him in the exercise 
a discrimination which Mayors have had for 1 
years. 

The advocates of the present system assert 
that the billis a seheme to turn the schoo! ad- 
ministration into a political machine. They 
think that the pressure of politics in the dis- 
triets would inevitably compel the appointment 
of mere politicians, to the exclusion ef business 
men and schoo! specialista, 

The Board of ucation disburses annually 
about $4,000,000, ana contruls 4,000 teachers. 
They argue that this is altogether too great an 
interest te be put into the hands of peliticians. 
Under the present system, they say, each As- 
sembly district has 24 representatives,for every 
Commissioner is responsible fer the proper 
administration of the schools in every part of 
the city. It is pointed out that if the Smith 
bill should become a law each district repre- 
sentative would probably become a school bess 
in his district for the distribution of school ap- 
pointments and other petty patronage and the 
practieal introduction of the spoils system in 
the whole school department. 

Itis aiso argued against the bill that the 
Board of Education is not a legislative body, 
and there is therefore no necessity for distriet 
representation to protect the peeple in any 
part of the city against the enactment ef laws 
prejudicial to their intererts. 








AN ENSIGN IN TROUBLE. 





A NAVAL OFFICER CHARGED WITH DIs- 
OBEDIENCE OF ORDERS. 

Ensign George F. Ormsby, one of the senior 
Ensigns of the navy, is under arreston board 
the United States receiving ship Independence 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard. In a short time 
he will be brought before a general eourt- 
martial to be tried on charges of disebedience 
of orders, andif the young officer succeeds in 
holding his own it will greatly surprise many of 
his friends. 

During the pastfour years Ensign Ormsby 
has, itis alleged, been a constant seurce of 
trouble tothe Navy Department, and it has 
been rumored that he is suffering from tempo- 
rary aberration of mind. This rumor, how- 
ever, is indignantly denied by many of his 


brother officers who have known him fer many 
years, and his reputation in the service has al- 
ways been that of a very bright officer. 

Ensign Ormaby’s latest aet was an attempt 
to effeet the arrest of Rear-Admiral George 
Belknap, United States Navy, as the latter 
officer was abeut to proceed to Yokohama by a 
steamer from San Francisco, The report from 
San Francisco states that as the Rear-Admiral 
Was about to proceed on this voyage to take 
command of the Asiatie station, he was served 
with a summons to appear before a magistrate 
ft Valieje upon a sult brought by Ensign Orms- 

y- The suit was based on Ensign Ormsby’s 
claim that injustice had been done him by the 
Rear-Admiral. As Admiral Belknap was in the 
execution of his official duty when the alleged 
offense was committed, the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney at San Francisco will appear in 
his behalf inthe suit while the Admiral pro- 
ceeds on his way to Japan. 

Just what will be the outcome of the En- 
sign’s arrest cannot be seonjestured, except a 
clear finding of guilty of disebedience to orders 
can be proyed. If sueh a finding is reached 
there is but one verdict in time of peace, and 
that is a ‘‘dishonorable dismissal from the 
United States Navy.” In time of war the find- 
ing would be ‘‘éeath.””’ Under ali cireum- 
stances, however, the President can mitigate 
the sentence.

THE EARLY VOYAGES OF CAPT. EDWARD 


Cc. GARDNER OF CONNECTICUT.

Gardner commanded a packet sloop plying be- 
tween Providenee and New-York long before 
the introduction of steam vessels and railroads. 
Young Gardner was trained under his father’s 
directions, and developed a special fitness for 


command. He had scarcely attained his ma- 
jority when he was placed in charge of a vessel 
on Lake Eric. Returning to New-York he took 
the command of the brig Henry Lee, and 
rapidly gained distinction as a seaman. 
He was transferred from the Lee to 
the ship Grafton, which sailed between 
New-York and Chinese ports. Subsequently he 
was the master of the Candage, the Celestial, 
the Intrepid, and the Asteria, finaliy being as- 
signed to the noted clipper ship, the Comet, 
with which he made a number of successful 
voyages from New-York to San Franoisce. ‘the 
Comet was a fast sailer, and during the Ualifor- 
uia gold excitement, 40 years ago, her freight 
commissious and passage money on one trip 
from New-York te the Golden Gate amounted 
to $130,000. The vessel loaded at the rate of 
$1 25 per eubic foot for freightage. The return 
passage to New-York by way of Cape Horn 
was made in 76 days, being a marvelous record 
at that time. 

Capt. Gardner’s last command was a side- 
wheel steamer, which he ran from New-York to 
Hong-Kong, and engaged with it afterward in 
the development of trade to China. He rotired 
a@number of years ago with a handsome eompe- 
tence, settling at Middle Haddam. His death 
removes ene ef the last of the famous seamen 
who have lived in the Connecticut River Valley 
during the past half century.

rain getting the upper hand late in the after- 
noon. The thermometer during the day did not 
go below 34° above zero. 

The mouth of the harbor was shrouded in the 
densest sort of fog, mist, and snow yesterday. 
Not a single vessel was yoported as arrived dur- 
ing the day, and it was latein the afternoon 
when the steamship Indiana and a sailing ves- 
sel were sighted at anchor off the Bar. The 
ferryboats and river steamers also nad great 
difficulty in threading their way through the 
eleuds of mist and flurries of snow that almost 
continually filled.the air. The wind and tem- 


perature were not sufficiently severe, however, 
to add to the difficulties of the river men. 

The heavy storm which had been raging near 
Caps Hatteras moved,up the coast yester- 
day, and New-York missed it by a hair. At 
Block Island the wind blew at the rate of 48 
miles an hour. The wind was very heavy all 
aiong thé ceast to the north, and was accom- ' 
panied by rain amd snow. Telegraphic com- 
munication was interfered with to some extent. 

The indications are that, so fay as New-York 
is concerned, the storm will have spent itself 
by to-day. 

On Staten Island the storm was even worse 
than in the city. The tide yesterday morning 
at South Beach was the highest seenin many 
years, while the prevailing northeast winds 
caused a heavy surf to roll upon the beach. At 
9 o'clock the water broke over the embank- 
ment. The sea washed into the several hotels 
along the beach, doing considerable damage. . 
At Mrs. Miller’s hotel the water was level with 
the piazza _ and the building was in imminent 
danger of destraction. At the South Beach He- 
tel the ocean played havoc, flooding the bar- 
room and tearing away the plank walks, whien 
were carried out to sea. Gebhard’s Dock was 
entirely submerged. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., March 21.—Extremely high 
tides prevailed this morning along the shore at 
this place. The lowlands atElizabethport were 


cevered with water, which surrounded many 
dwellings, the inhabitants of which were im- 
prisoned in their heuses until the tide receded. 
The Newark meadows were flooded and trains 
on the Newark aud Elizabeth Braneh ran 
through water which covered the roadbed to a 
depth of several inches, 
similar state of things prevailed, it was re- 
ported, on the Long Branch Railroad, and trains 
were much delayed. 


ATLANTIC City, N. J., March 21.—The waves 
for the past two days have been steadily under- 
mining the buildings on the inner side of the 
board walk, particularly at the lower end, from 


Miehigan-avenue down, and when the terrible 
flood tide and furious waves of iast night struck 
them they eollapsed in numbers. The sterm 
continued to-day and the tide at noon was the 
highest here for years. Bathhouses, pavilions, 
and other small structures near the beach have 
been demolished, and the board walk frem Mis- 
sissippi to Michigan avenuer has been washed 
away. Allalong the beach and for fully 300 
feet up the ocean avenues débris is. strewn on 
all sides, while at the lower end it is piled up at 
some points to a height of 10 feet. 
* Near Georgta-avenue Prof. Jones, a corn doc- 
‘tor, who owns & Small shanty, was in bed when 
the waves struck bis place and demolished it 
He had o& miraculous escape. Three families 
at the same time just succeeded in making their 
exit through the rear doors when thelr houses 
succumbed to the waves. Among the places 
destroyed or badly wrecked are the houses 
of C. J.. Kelly and Mrs. Priestly, Pulitzer’s bath- 
houses and pavilion Philip Fitzpatrick’s saloon 
and bathhouses, J ohnson 8, Wilson’s, and Con- 
way’s bathhouses, Bowker’s pavilion, Ewald’s 
photograph gallery, .Bowker’s Commergeial 
House, Leedom’s pavilion, Willlam A. Lee & 
Son’s bathhouses and pavilions, and Kidd’s pho- 
tograph gallery. The sea has washed all around 
the outbuildings of the Ghildren’s Seashore 
Home, and if to-night’s tide equals the one now 
receding the exposed buildings will surely go. 
At Seuth Atlantic the Elephant Hotel was 
undermined.

To-the Eastor of the New-York Times: \ 

Asarule itis neither wise, generous, nor 
profitable to kick dead dogs. The copper syn- 
dicate is such an infernal dead dog and has be- 
come 80 offensive to the financial aud commer- 
cial nestrils ef the world that the only wise 
thing to dois to help to bury it from the sur- 
face, Ceuntries, like individuals, are apt to mis- 
take their genius. dtis a well-known fact that 
Richelieu considered himseif a greater poet 
than statesman. Rogsini insisted on being 
® greater singer than ‘composer, and similes of 
the same kind could be cited by the thousand. 
New, then, the French during the last 40 years 
have put their pretensions as great financiers 
far above their abilities. The genius of France 
is aeoidedly as arefiped nation—supreme in taste 
and in all that makes life; *‘aslong as itlasts,” a 
delightful effervescence. What would the world 
do without French restaurants, hairdressers, 
man milliners, bal-masques, and variety shows? 
In ali these the French show their genius. Yet 
such a Volatile people are actually trying to 
jead the world in finanee, the first principal of 
which is solidity and not brilllancy. 

The latest brilliant tinancial idea that sprang 
like @ full-equipped Mercury out of the fore- 
head of M. Sveretan Was the ceoprer syndicate. 
Strange to say, in.all this awful copper share 
and bank hubbub we do not hear even the 
name of M. Secretan mentioned It looks as 
if the deluded victims feei ashamed of the orig- 
inator. To them it is something like the electric 
sugar refining scheme, enly on ® more gigantic 
scale, But the object of my article to-day is not 
te dwolion this French copper “omelet soutilé.” 
Let me show the wrong, tae swindle, and the 
fouly ef our tariff system. 

The American copper pruducers went into a 
contract with a French syudi¢ate for the pur- 
pose of regulating the produetion of cupper, and 
also to establish the price thereof. All at onee, 
after a year or so of this happy combination, 
the bubble burst, and the pa of copper has 
within a month fallen in London from £804 
ton to £40. This very day the ¢opper, brass, 
and metal manufacturers in London, Paris, and 
Germany can buy and do buy eur Ameriean 
copper at about 9149 cents a pound. Laut our 
American eopper and brass manufacturers have 
to pay at least 13 cents to 13 cents per 
pound for spot copper. Now, why in the world 
should our own-copper be from 319 cents to 4 
cents a pound dearer in New-York than in 
London? Simply beeause there is 4 comts duty 
on copper. 

During the calendar year 1888 we export- 
ed to Europe no less-than 31,664,046 pounds of 
American-produced -eopper. Now, my dear 
readers and niy dear fellow-citizens, please 
understand me right. I hold that as lopg as 
Americans are on equal termis with the rest of 
the world as co priee for such a raw material 
as ‘copper there is no right or réason to grum- 
ble. But ,I consider it wrong and an outrago 
for a Frenchman, or a syndicate of Frenchmen 
andjEnglishmen, to have the power, which the 
tariff and only the tami? gives them,to make 
Americans pay Sor 4 cents a pound higher for 
American-produced copper than it is suid for in 
London and Paris, 

The preduction of copper in America was in 
1888, say, in round aumbers, 250,000,000 
pounds. Weshipped some 32,000,008 pounds 
to Europe and made our home manufacturers, or 
rather consumers, of copper, pay, say, at tne low- 
est, 2 cents, a peund tributeyon 228,000,000 

ounds, to be divided among the French, Eng- 
ish, and American producers jeintly, or,jsay, in 
dollars, some $4,560,000. Of course, the first 
function and object of a tariff is revenue. Well, 
then, the revenue from copper in pigs 
was in 1888 $17 05. We hardly needed 
this revenue. But the Freneh, English, and 
American “‘combine,” taking advantage of fhe 
tariff, imposes an enormous tax on the con- 
sumers of American copper, and nuw when by 
chance the rest of the world can buy copper at 
91g cents a pound, our taritt steps in and makes 
the home manufacturer pay 13145 cents. After 
a statement 86 clear, I appeal to all honest and 
intelligent minds in this country whether itis 
not an outrage to weke justice and fair play 
subservient to sectional interest and seltfish- 
ness? Like the disgusting “leper” our tariff 
system is spread in spots all over the industrial 
and commercial body. And thisis only one of 
the leper spots. 

I cannot close this letter without alluding to 
@ personal matter. My esteemed and scholarly 
friend, Mr. Charlies A. Dana, has honered mse 
with an editorial in the sun. And he thus be- 
ging his interesting article: 


“THE PARSEE TURNS UP ALIVE. 


“One of the most dramatic incidents of the Presi- 
dential contest of 1588 is the survival, threugh all 
its -rigors and disappointments, of Mr. J. 8. Moore, 
the Parsee Merchant. It was supposed, immediate- 
ly after the November contest, that the great 
statistical tariffsmasher had himself been smashed.” 

Now, my dear and scholarly friend, have I, 
after all, overestimated your great intellect? 
Surely, my esteemed friend must believe in “the 
law of the surviyal of the fittest.”

' On Wednesday afternoon Coatroller My- 
ere sent to Graham McAdam, ehief clerk of the 
Bureau of City Revenue in the Finance Depart- 
ment, a note informing him that he was ex- 
Peoted te appear at his desk yesterday morning 
or something evil would happen to him. Abont 
the same time Mr. McAdam was informed by 
the Supreme Court thathe must testify before 
the Commissioners of Aceeunts before 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon or go to jail for contempt 
of court. 
, Mr. McAdam did not appear either at his desk 
‘or to testify. A warrant for his arrest was 
granted by Judge Ingraham, and Deputy 
-Bheriffs MoGenigal and Young went in search 
ef him. 

MoAdam was not found at his office or the 
offices of his counsel, Peter Mitchell, in the 
Stewarts Building. After a thorough search 
for him down town the Deputy Snerifts went to 
Ais residence at 308 West Twentieth-street, but 
failed to find him there, being told that he had 
not been home since morning. Search was then 
made through a number of resorts up town fre- 
quentea by McAdam, but nobody had seen him, 
and the search was fruitiess.s He was not 
fourd. 

All kinds of rumors and eenjectures were 
afloat last night as to the probable whereabouts 
of Chief Clerk MeAdam. It is believed that he 
is either secreting himself in the city or that he 
ts sejourning somewhere in New-Jersey. Con- 
troller Myers will probably remove McAdam 
from office to-day for failure to attend to his 
fiuties, and not on the charge that he received 
83,000 for market stands from Charles Philip- 
sen. The Controller takes no stand on that 
‘charge, as the evidence in support of it was not 
conclusive. 

At the resumptien of the inquiry by the Com- 
Missioners of Accounts yesterday morning, 
‘Commissioner Holahan said that he and Com- 
missioner Barker had visited West Washington 
Market and had found 40 stands neither opened 
nor fitted up. Mr. F. R. Coudert, counsel for 
Controller Myers, explained that the Controller 
would have reallotted those stands ifthe in- 
vestigation had not been started. There were 
several witnesses prior to Controller Myers, but 
their testimony was not important. 

Tne Controller testified with much earnest- 
ness and frankness. He said that when he en- 
tered office he feund James J. Keiso and Henry 
Woltman in charge of the market affairs. They 
‘were experienced, and he relied enthem. He 
practically intrusted to them the allottment of 
the stands in the new West Washington Market. 
He felt that he was responsible for whatever 

hey did, even pnongh they might have betrayea 
is trust. e had done little in the 
way of directing them. He had ordered them, 
syhowever, to allot stands to Thomas P. Walsh, 
‘Thomas Campbell,.and William. Tabbs. He 
used his discretion respeeting Walsh and Camp- 
dell. In Tubbs’s case he acted on the reeom- 
mendation of Senator Murphy. He did not 
allot a stand to ex-Assembiyman Daniel E. 
Finn. Of course he sigaed the permit, but he 
did not’ think of the ex-Assemblyman at the 
time. Mr. Kelso gave Finn the stand. 

Mr. Myers then told how he had formed a 
certain policy noapeoting the eradication of 
market abuses, and had communicated it to 
Kelso and Woltman. They had authority to 
depart from it when the circumstanees justified 
a departure. They were not bound by an ab- 
solute rule, but discretion was permitted them. 
By the pursuit of his policy all speculators 
weuld have been put out of the market. The 
investigation had delayed this, bup he was not 
opposed to the investigation. He had learned 
from it some things he would not have learned 
ptherwise. 

Mr. Myers explained how and why he had

He said if he did not geta 
stand in the new one his business would be 
broken up and he and his family reduced to 
poverty. Ia@id not know he had sublet his 
standin the old market and wanted the new 
stand as a real estate speculation. I was per- 
suaded by his protestations and granted him a 
permit,” 

Mr. Nicoll then asked the Controller if he 
knew the firm of Dwyer Brothers, liverymen,and 
the fact that they had not been the actual occu- 
pants of their stand in the old market, but had 
sublet it for anumber of years, and that they 
have already sublet the stands secured by them 
lm the new market. 

“No, Sir,” said Centroller Myers, ‘‘I was given 
to understand that they were heavy dealers in 
meat, and that they had occupied stands in the 
old market for many years. I thought them 
very desirable people and aceordingly granted 
them what they wishea.” 

‘Now, Mr. Controller,” said Mr. Nicoll, 
“ How comes it that you letsix standsin thenew 
market to Mr. L. B. hurston, a resident of 
New-Jersey, who has been known to sublet his 
S8tand in the old market, and which he has also 


done already with the new stands? Did you

THE MAYOR IS FRANK. 
HE TELLS JAY GOULD’S FRIENDS THAT 
HE IS OPPOSED TO THEIR SCHEME. 

A number of things they were‘not pleased 
to hear were said to Russell Sage, R. M. Galia- 
way, John H. Hall, and Julien T. Davies by 
Mayor Grant yesterday. The gentiomen named 
had called on the Mayor to reinforce by oral 
argument the statements made by Jay Geuld 
in his letter written for the purpose of proving 
that the elevated railroads have saved New-York 
City from ruin, and therefore they should be 





» permitted to take another slice of Battery Park, 


to capture the square in front of the entrance 
to the Brooklyn Bridge, and to extend the rail- 
road structures further over Second, Third, 


Sixth, Eighth, and Ninth avenues te permit ex- 
press trajus to be run. 

The discussion was opened by Vice-President 
Gallaway of the Manhattan Railway Company. 
He remarked that if comments made by the: 
Mayor on Mr. Gould’s letter were properly re- 
ported in the newspapers there was but little 
reason for him and his associates to talk. 

Mayor Grant responded that he had not read 

what the newspapers had published, but that 
frankly he thought Mr. Gould’s propositions 
were not worth long consideration. 
- Mr. Hall askea if the Mayor thought, in view 
of the benefits the elevated railroads had con- 
ferred en this city, it would be fair to give some 
other railroad corporation than the Manhattan 
Company greater or equal facilities to provide 
the people with all rapid-transit facilities, 

“I do pot regard the managers of the Man- 
hattan Company as philanthropists,” said the 
Mayor. “If their system lad not been put into 
eperation some other would have been. The 
company has for years had a vaiuable fran- 
chise, ou, Mr. Sage,’ (turning to the great 
authority on “ puts’ and.‘*calls,”) “ you did not 
invest your money for philanthropic purposes, 
did you? You de not claim to be a philan- 
thropist.” 

“No,” answered Mr. Sage, “I put my money 
in to make more, but,” and then he told how 
difficult 1t was to get other investors, and how 
unjust it would be to supplant the elevated rail- 
reads, as they had built up both ends of this 
island. : 

Lawyer Davies repeated the statement about 
the trouble to get money to build the elevated 
railroads. 

‘So far as that is concerned,” commented the 
Mayor, ‘‘if your companies had not built them 
some other association of capitalists would have 
done so. Rapid transit had to be achieved. The 
fact that few men were willing to invest their 
money years ego gave a greater advantage to 
those who did invest, I think there is plenty of 
capital now ready to be put into a proper raplu- 
transit scheme and to carry it out not only with- 
out taking public property, but also under an 
agreement to pay the olty properly tor a fran- 
chise. I understand the arcade scheme has had 
plenty of money pledged to It.” 

**{ think tbere is more talk than substance in 
that,” was Mr. “ga, dv interjection. 

*“ Well, I don’t knew about that,” said the 
Mayer, ‘‘but I am told that there is plenty of 
money behind it. Yetthis doesnot matter. If 
the proposed amended Rapid Transit bill be- 
comes a law yeu gentlemen can putin your bid 
and may get the franchise.” 

“ What would you consider ‘adequate com- 
pensation’ forsuch a franchise?’ asked Russell 
sage. ’ 

“It is net forme tosay. Thatis a matter for 
the Binking Fund Commissioners to determine.

The taking of an additienal part of Battery 
Park was presumptious. The elevated rail- 
road had already done sufficient injury to that 
park, The railroad companies ought never to 
have been permitted in the park. They should 
have bought property for their purposes from 
private owners... He had been informed that 
the Manhattan Company had refused even to 
pay for sodding the park space undérneath its 
atructure. Vice-President Gallaway said that 
this was not true. 

Lawson N. Fuller now made one of his orig- 
inal speeches in favor ef the elevaied railroad 
scheme. Ho asked the Mayor if he would faver 
an extension ef the elevated ‘railroad up the 
Boulevard to King’s Bridge from Sixty-fittn- 
street. Mr. Grant said he would not. He 
Wanted no .makeshifts, but a perfect schemo 
for enduring rapid transit. 

Mr. Fuller remarked that it had been re- 
ported that the Mayor was interested in the 
Standard Oil Cempany and that this corpora- 
tion proposed to work out the rapid-transit 
matter. r, Grant said: “[ do not know any- 
body connectea with that organization.”

her statements, 

Miss Cregier employed well-known counsel, 


‘however, and the oase lingered tor years, the 


Plaintiff's lawyers dropping out of the suit at 
prief intervals and being roplaced by “owners, 
Mr. Chesebrough retained Col. George Bliss, 
W. T. Sohley, and Walter S, Logan, who cen- 
tinue to zepresent him. Mise Cregier told on 
the witness stand a story of her marriage to 
the ‘Count’; their happy life together; the 
birth of their daughter, who is now the wife of 
Thomas Arnold, brother of President Arnold of 
the Buard of Aldermen; of their trequent trips 
to Europe* and their life there, mentioning in- 
numerable instances of the * Count's” peculiar- 
ities and habits. While she had an uphill work 
to secure attention for her claims, she never- 
theless succeeded in convincing her counsel, 
President Arnold, of the truth of her assertion, 
and there was no sitive proof at command 
which could refute her statements. :

TWENTY-TWO YRARS IN OOURT. 

There was a decision given yesterday in 
the settlement of a suit that has been pending 
in the New-Jersey Court of Chancery for the 
last 22 years. Thomas W. Moorehouse, a hard- 
ware merchant of Jersey City, died in 1854, 
leaving a piece of property in Grove-street and 
another in Green-street. The property was 
sold in 1857 under foreclosure, and Noah Nor- 
ris bought itfor the amount due on the mort- 


gages. He afterward cenveyed it to his broth- 
er, John D. Norris, of Elizabeth. Ten years 
later Jacob Weart filed a bill in chaneery for 
Ann Maria Morehouse, widew of Thomas W, 
Morehouse, and Theresa Johns, his daughter, 
elaiming that Norris bought the property 
in for them, and asking for an order 
directing him to convey it to them 
Chancellor Zabriskie dismissed the bili in 1871, 
and in 1874 the complainant appealed to the 
Court of Errors. Three years later the Chan- 
eellor’s decision was overrujed and Norris was 
directed to convey the property to Mrs. Jobne 
and to account for the rerts and income of the 
property. Jehn Linn wasarpointed to taxe the 
accounting. In 1887 he filed a report awarding 
Mrs. Johns about $4,500. Norris appealed and 
exceptions wére filed to Mr. Linn’s report. 
These exceptions were referred to Master in 
Chancery Pitney and yesterday he deeided that 
Mrs, Johns owed Mr. Norris about $2,000. It is 
not at a)l likely that this Jast finding will suit 
Mrs. Johns, and the case may Qrag along in the 
court for years on appeals. During the progress 
of the suit Noah Norris died. His son repre- 
sents him in the proceedings,

AT GOOD PRICES, 

Almost every dry goods jobbing house in 
the country and many ef the large retail houses 
of this city and Brooklyn, Boston, Chicago, 
and San Francisco were represented .by their 
dress-goods buyers at the great sale of gina- 
hams in Field, Chapman & Fenner’s auction 
Tooms at 364 and 366 Broadway, yesterday. 
The sale was the largest of its kind that has 
taken place in this country for years. 

The goods are staple American manufactures 
ofa kind of which enormous quantities are 
mnade and consumed every year, and trading in 


them has been dona upon an extraordinarily 
slender margi The trade in ginghams during 
the seas@p now drawing to a ciose hus been ir- 
regular. Efferts have been made by some of the 
Wwanufacturers and their commission represent 
atives to keep prices up to their normal stand- 
ard.’ But others have dictated occasional big 
“drive sales” that reminded old-timers of the 
tactics pursued by A. T. Stewart and H. B. 
Claflin in their days of supremacy in the trade, 
Under the influence of these drive sales prices 
feil offand large lots were sold upon terms 
equivalent te 6 cents, regular, per yard, 

hen Wheelwright, Eldridge & Co., selling 
agents of the Westbrook Manufacturing Com- 
pany, by order of their principais announced 
an auction gale of 1,500.eases of their standard 
make of ginghams, the whole trade felt that an 
oceasion of great interest was at hand. it 
would we asortof thermometer by which to 
gauge the state of trade throughout the seoun- 
try. There were fears that the murket was net 
strong enough to stand the precipitation of so 
large a quantity of goods all at once. But the 
fears of the alarmists were proved te be with- 
out foundation. Every case of goods founda 
ready purchaser and at prices that averaxed up 
weil with the prices realized at private sales of 
the same class of goods. The terms of the sale 
were four months net, and the goods sold all 
the way from 5% to 6% cents per yard, with 6 
cents the ruling figure and probable average. 
Only a very few lots soid at less than 65, eents 
or more than 6 cents per yard. 





That the prices were so weil sustained was .- 


due no more to the intrinsic value of the goods 
than to the protecting arms extended by the 
buyers of some of the larger Jopping houses. 
The representatives of H. B, Claflin & Oo., 
Tefft, Weller & Co., Dunham, Buckley & UCo., 
Sweetser, Pembreok & Oo., E. 8. Jaffray & Co. 
of New-York; John V. Farwell & Oo., Marshall 
Fiela & Co., James H. Walker & Co., Carson, 
Pirie, Scotts & Oo, and Storm & Hiil of Chi- 
cago; Jordan, Marsh & Oo., R. H. White & Co., 
and Shepard, Norwelt & Co. of Boston; Hood, 
Bonbright & Co. of Philadelphia were in at- 
tendance, not only to secure possible bargains, 
but to help maintain priees in defense of their 
own trade as well, And while some of them 
did not buy anything at all, others got only an 
occasional little lot.

No 
one was. allowed to ace the Judge. ‘ His condi- 
tion is improving hourly,” said one of the phy- 
sicians who stood near Mr. Callen, “ and there 
is no danger of a fatal termination of the attack.

Late last night Judge MoCue could recognize 
the members of his family, but was not allowed 
to converse withor Sse more. than ene person 
atatime.
